However, sexual assault survivors don’t want to 
come forward when 94% of professionals 
believe the law does not fully address the crime 
and they are likely to be revictimized if they do 
report the crime. Sexual harassment and 
assault are starting to be talked about more in 
the media, but we need to start backing up our 
words and fund these needed services.

DEATH WATCH The 5th Circuit Court of 
Appeals denied Erick Davila’s request to file a 
petition for relief, and the state’s Board of Pardons 
and Paroles voted to not recommend commuta¬ 
tion. Unless the Supreme Court rules otherwise, 
Davila hits the gurney as this issue goes to press. 


Friday, May 4, marks the deadline for appli¬ 
cations for a Holistic Defense Grant through 
the Texas Indigent Defense Commission that 
Travis County has been awarded for the past 
two years, bringing a rough annual tally of 
$118,000 to the county’s system for indigent 
defense. Commissioners had the grant on its 
consent agenda on Thesday, April 24, but 
after discussions both that day and the 
week before (more esoterically) about the 
way that money’s being used - as well as 
the county’s matching contribution, 
$174,000 - commissioners decided to 
punt a vote to next week. 

Since first receiving this grant, the county 
has used the money to fund the employment 
of two social workers and one immigration 
attorney for its Managed Assigned Counsel 
program, otherwise known as the Capital 
Area Private Defender Service, the nonprofit 
that through county funding provides legal 
representation to defendants who can’t pay 
for such a thing. 


Defense attorneys who contract with 
CAPDS get paid flat-fee vouchers for spe¬ 
cific outcomes or events during the course 
of their client’s case: $200 for oral arguments 
on appeal, $600 when their client pleas out 
or gets sentenced, and so on. CAPDS has 
done this since 2015, and throughout that 


time has invited scrutiny from those who 
believe flat-fee payments are not the best 
way to fund the attorneys who represent the 
most vulnerable defendants in the justice 
system. The arrangement invites quick and 
cursory dispositions, and often results in 
defendants accepting plea deals in cases 
where better representation could have 
earned an acquittal. 


That Kind of Justice 

Commissioners will likely approve the 
application when they meet on Tuesday, 
and come Oct. 1, when current funding runs 
out, should again see grant money allocated 
to two social workers and one immigration 
attorney. But the indigent defense orga¬ 
nization they’ll operate as part of could 
likely change. County Judge Sarah 
Eckhardt hinted at a “major shift” when 
discussion began on April 17, calling 
CAPDS an “experiment in managed 
assigned counsel” and questioning what 
sort of “interim approach” could operate 
should the county abandon CAPDS and 
move to another format. 

Eckhardt wants to see a stakeholder 
group that’ll “look at the various models all 
along the continuum; from what we cur¬ 
rently have ... to private assigned counsel 
on an appropriate hourly system; to a hybrid

approach between a public defender or a 
special project worker - attorneys that 
function as a public defender’s office, along 
with private counsel.” (She noted the fol¬ 
lowing week that a straight public defend¬ 
er operation, wherein attorneys are on 
strict salaries, wouldn’t be feasible what 
with the resources that must be allocated 
toward representing capital defendants.) 
Commissioners Brigid Shea and Jeff 
Travillion supported Eckhardt, pointing to 
the lack of statistical improvement CAPDS 
has brought to indigent representation, 
and the shocking number of assignments 
certain attorneys who work with CAPDS 
receive. (According to county figures, more 
than 10% of CAPDS attorneys exceed the 
recommended number of cases each year: 
226 misdemeanors or 128 felonies.) 

Even Gerald Daugherty, the 
Commissioners Court’s token conserva¬ 
tive, recognized the economic injustice 
driving the current system. Attorneys 
“signing up ... to work with CAPDS will 
take as many cases as you will give them, 
because that’s how they make their 
money,” he said. “I, too, understand that if 
you don’t have an ... attorney who can 
charge you $600 an hour, you probably 
won’t get that kind of justice.” 

A Natter of Time 

CAPDS has improved indigent represen¬ 
tation, but not by enough. According to 
county figures, attorneys who get assigned 
to represent indigent clients have only 
nominally improved the chances that a 
felony client gets released on bond (by 
10%), and done even less for clients who 
face misdemeanors (5%). CAPDS has seen 
success reducing the disparity in convic¬ 
tions of the highest possible charge 
between clients working with assigned 
counsel versus hired counsel (perhaps an 
indication that assigned attorneys are too 
eager for their clients to accept a plea), yet 
defendants are also spending more time in 
jail before their trials than did their pre- 
CAPDS counterparts, for both misdemean¬ 
or and felony cases. 

The county may finally be coming 
around to the fact that this “experiment in 
managed assigned counsel” may have run 
its course. Misdemeanor judges have 
already taken one step toward slowing 
down the hamster wheel; in late February, 
they renamed their afternoon Jail 
Reduction Docket the Bond Review Docket 
in an effort to get attorneys and judges 
alike thinking more about how they can 
achieve pretrial bonds for new clients, 
rather than plea them out that day. And 
through the course of the past two 
Commissioners Court meetings, commis¬ 
sioners have made it clear that they’d like 
to see attorneys abide by a new system. 

Criminal cases take time, and for indi¬ 
gent clients - many of whom find them¬ 
selves in their position specifically because 
they are so poor - time is what they need 
the most. The county should find ways to 
provide them with that kind of time. ■

TAKING STOCK AFTER A 

In by far the busiest week yet on the 
CodeNEXT front: 

• Land use commissioners held three 
lengthy meetings in the past eight days, 
including the long-awaited unveiling of a tool 
for testing different mapping scenarios; 

• Staff released a 400-page addendum to 
draft three of the code rewrite, 
plus an errata document, and 
a map atlas showing correc¬ 
tions made to the draft three 
mapping thus far; 

• The city clerk certified the 
Community Not Commodity 
citizen petition, seeking to 
force a November election that 
would require voter approval 
and waiting periods before 
CodeNEXT or other code revi¬ 
sions could go into effect; 

• All parties are girding for a pair of lengthy 
public hearings coming up this coming 
Saturday and Tuesday. 

Taking those one at a time: The joint land 
use commissions met last Wednesday on 
mapping, a day after the Zoning & Platting 
Commission meeting, and before the 
Planning Commission met this Tuesday, April 
24. One interesting thing is that this week, it 
was the Planning Commissioners, not the gen¬ 
erally more critical ZAPistas, who were venting 
their frustration the loudest: At the April 18 
joint meeting, density hawk Conor Kenny led 
the charge in complaining about not ever get¬ 
ting a clean map to start with, calling it “enor¬ 
mously frustrating to not be able to separate 
out” where zoning changes have been made 
in draft three due to policy decisions, and say¬ 
ing that “our mapping working group didn’t 
feel like we were in a position to map on top 
of D3” because of it. And the normally unflap¬ 
pable PC Chair Stephen Oliver appeared to

be banging his head on the table at one point, 
and complained vehemently to Planning 
Director Greg Guernsey that “we have a 
failed starting point .... You gave me a half- 
baked solution that’s unworkable. It’s just 
not.” By this week’s PC meeting, Oliver had 
prepared a resolution, proposing: “We take 
up the hardest stuff first, not 
last,” and concentrate purely 
on the zoning and mapping 
issues, leaving the rest of the 
code - technical specs and the 
bulk of the code text itself - for 
further review at a later time, 
not even trying to make recom¬ 
mendations before Council 
begins deliberation in June. 

The mapping meetings also 
confirmed that there won’t be 
any adjustments coming there either: Even 
though commissioners have just now been 
given a look at the tool that can predict the 
outcomes of different mapping strategies and 
create different mapping scenarios, the map 
that was described when it was introduced 
some months ago as a “placeholder, certainly 
not the final product,” will indeed be the one 
and only that goes to Council for their consid¬ 
eration. To quote an oft-repeated comment on 
the public commenting tool: “WTF?” Perhaps 
the most depressing part of the Wednesday 
meeting was Guernsey (Planning Director, 
mind you; director of Planning ) explained to 
the assembled land use commissioners that 
city land use planning - “regulating uses that 
are permitted here but not there, or, I can 
park my car here but not there, or I can have 
driveways of a certain design in this block but 
not that block, it’s very complicated ... it’s not 
a simple process.” Well, no shit. That’s why 
you’re supposed to have been working on it 
for [four] years now. 


The addendum and errata don’t change 
anything substantial - they’re basically lists 
of things that have been previously identified 
as simple mistakes in the third draft - but 
confusingly, they won’t be incorporated into 
the document that lands on Council’s desks. 
(Neither will the multiple documents that 
have been produced by various entities such 
as American Institute of Architects and 
various other interested parties, which 
should lead to an awful lot of paper shuffling 
when it does come time for Council to take 
up the debate.) 

The anti-CodeNEXT petition didn’t come up 
in any of the discussions, and no one seems 
to be taking it seriously at this point. That 
may be whistling past the graveyard, but city 
leaders are convinced the petition is invalid 
on a couple of different grounds, and has 
already spent $58,000 on outside legal 
counsel to bolster those arguments. Right or 
wrong, that’s going to be a loud and ugly fight 
when it rolls around. 

As for the public hearings, those are des¬ 
tined to be a stultifying waste of everybody’s 
time, as we all get to hear the same argu¬ 
ments rehashed, by the same people who’ve 
been filling the slots at citizen communica¬ 
tions for the last many months. Democracy in 
action! On the other hand, if you don’t go say 
your piece now, you won’t get another chance 
until next month, when the whole circus 
moves on over to Council. Details below.

ANTI-CODENEXT VALIDATION 

On Monday morning Austin City Clerk Jannette 
Goodall validated the Community Not Commodity peti¬ 
tion on seeking to put CodeNEXT - and all future land use 
code rewrites - to a public vote, rather than allowing City 
Council sole power in deciding whether or not this (or 
any) code overhaul gets adopted. The petition, written 
and promoted by outspoken anti-CodeNEXT groups and 
filed on March 29, has nearly 26,000 valid signatures (out 
of over 31,000 were submitted), according to Goodall’s 
office. City Charter and state law require only 20,000 to 
put a proposed city ordinance on the ballot. 

In full, the petition proposes both a waiting period and 
“voter approval by election” before CodeNEXT, or any 
comprehensive changes to Austin’s land use code, become 
“legally effective.” With Goodall’s approval, City Council 
will be tasked with placing the petition on November’s 
ballot, unless it’s otherwise dinged for violating the City 
Charter. The final count was verified by validating a ran¬ 
dom sampling of 25% of the signatures submitted and 
voter registration data from Travis, Hays, and Williamson 
counties. Goodall’s office said “confidence is nearly 100% 
that the petition contains at least 20,000 valid signatures.” 

The validation arrives less than a month before 
Council is expected to receive the staff policy recom¬ 
mendation of CodeNEXT, which will now be accompa¬ 
nied by a 410-page addendum of changes, plus a sepa¬ 
rate document of errata, as well as recommendations 
from the city’s Planning and Zoning & Platting com¬ 
missions. Council is currently still expecting to have a 
first read of the code rewrite in early June. Asked 
about the validation, ZAP Chair Jolene Kiolbassa said 
she’s still “processing it,” but that the sheer number of 
signatures implies Austinites “want to be heard and 
have a bigger role in CodeNEXT.” - Sarah Marloff

TPPF VS. CITY SICK LEAVE ORDINANCE

think tank is hoping to undo another aspect of Austin’s 
social progress regarding workers’ rights. In a lawsuit 
filed Tuesday, the group is challenging City Council’s 
paid sick leave policy passed in February by a 9-2 
vote. The historic ordinance, scheduled to take effect 
on Oct. 1, grants employees up to eight paid sick days 
(or 64 hours) each year, and is said to be the first of its 
kind in the South. Suing the city of Austin on behalf of 
Texas Association of Business, the National Federa¬ 
tion of Independent Business, and the American 
Staffing Association, TPPF claims the policy violates 
state minimum wage laws and the 14th Amendment’s 
equal protection clause because it exempts unionized 
employees. The group also argues that plaintiffs will 
suffer due to expenses in preparation for complying 
with the policy, and while the policy is in effect. 

TPPF’s suit isn’t the only attack on the policy: State- 
level GOP lawmakers, including Rep. Paul Workman, 
R-Austin, have vowed to file legislation to repeal the 
ordinance at the start of next session. - Mary Tuma

ON BIRDS, BYWAYS, AND 

Amid our own municipal affair with elec¬ 
tric scooters, it’s easy to forget that a dust¬ 
ing of cities across the country are also 
playing host to their own fleets of dockless 
disrupters. San Francisco, which got its 
scooters last month, recently ordered its 
upstart companies - Bird, LimeBike, and 
Spin - to halt activity until they each 
address a multitude of complaints about 
helmet violations and scooters obstructing 
sidewalks. The companies have until next 
week to get into compliance. Scooters oper¬ 
ating in the city must now be permitted, 
following action taken by the San Francisco 
Board of Supervisors on April 17. 

Austin is getting to that. On Thursday, 
City Council will consider an ordinance to 
modify city code to account for the invaders 
on two wheels. The changes will make it so 
that permitted scooters are legal in the city 
right of way - generally defined as any city- 
owned highway, bridge, alley, or sidewalk. 
Council got an update at its Tuesday work 
session, and several members bemoaned 
that the process for regulating dockless 
mobility - including bikes and scooters and 
whatever else these entrepreneurs can mon¬ 
etize - had to now be rushed because Bird 
and LimeBike wouldn’t play by the rules. 

Mayor Pro Tern Kathie Tovo, who ran the 
meeting in Mayor Steve Adler’s absence, 
recalled her initial experience with the 
scooters and expressed personal disap¬ 
pointment in how the two companies had 
entered into the Austin market. “I want to 
not have to boycott your companies,” she 
said. “So please, bring them into compli¬ 
ance.” She said her constituents have 
reported people scooting down the hike and 
bike trails, which is prohibited. 

Ora Houston sparred with Transportation 
Director Robert Spillar about community 
outreach over the concern that Eastside resi¬ 
dents won’t have access to the technology. He’s

assured her that he’ll contact the merchants 
organizations she had suggested. That process 
is ongoing, Spillar said, but the department 
wanted to promptly return to Council with the 
suggested code change because it represented 
a “weakness in our current ordinance that 
prevents us from fully managing the current 
situation.” Houston wasn’t satisfied with 
that explanation; she said she had directed 
staff to contact, for example, the Manor 
Road Merchants Association, but that 
group hadn’t received a call. “I can’t give 
more direction than that about who to reach 
out to,” she said, adding that Spillar “gave 
166 people you reached out to, but it wasn’t 
the one I asked you to do.” Spillar vowed to 
“correct” the situation. “To rush it this quick¬ 
ly and not get the input of the community is 
a mistake,” Houston concluded. 

CORRIDOR COORDINATION 

Moving several pegs down the transit 
mode popularity scale, Council’s Mobility 
Committee heard an update last week on 
the Corridor Construction Program and 
how it relates to Capital Metro’s long-range 
transit plan, known as Project Connect. 
Corridor Program Director Mike Trimble 
assured members that the office has so far 
worked closely with CapMetro to make sure 
that the remade corridors are equipped 
with high-capacity transit. 

Council considers Item 28 at today’s 
meeting, April 26, that’ll ratify the imple¬ 
mentation proposal that staff has been 
working on for the better part of a year 
(“There’s the Corridor,” Feb. 23). With $1.4 
billion in need but only $482 million in bond 
money, it took effort on the part of 30 staff¬ 
ers to figure out what should receive prior¬ 
ity. But that plan hasn’t been met with uni¬ 
versal praise. Public safety advocate Jay 
Blazek Crossley testified that he and his 
cohorts (particularly Vision Zero ATX col¬ 


league Nic Moe) believe the city has mistak¬ 
enly prioritized lengthy projects rather than 
quick fixes that could provide immediate 
community benefit. Because the gap 
between current funding and anticipated 
need is go great, Crossley contends that the 
city should use existing funds to have as 
much direct impact on people’s lives as pos¬ 
sible. Staff responded that it took that feed¬ 
back into account but also didn’t believe 
there to be any error in their methodology. 

Council will rule on that today. Crossley 
said, “The right way to fix it would be to cor¬ 
rect the error, and to change the matrix to 
not have a bias toward project length.” 

A BRIDGE TO FIX 

Following the bridge collapse that killed 
six people at Florida International Univer¬ 
sity in March, Council received an update 
from staff on the conditions of our bridges. 
And the news is pretty good: Two years ago, 
the Texas Department of Transportation 
rated 90% of Austin’s bridges to be in 
“good,” “very good,” or “excellent” condi¬ 


tion. Just 46 of the 388 bridges analyzed 
ranked in “satisfactory” or “fair.” 

But while these bridges remain in overall 
decent shape, some of the ones that TxDOT 
ranked as “good” still need “immediate 
rehabilitation” to keep travelers safe: in par¬ 
ticular, the William Cannon and Slaughter 
Lane overpasses over the Union Pacific Rail 
Road. Public Works recommends the city 
take a proactive approach to those and three 
other projects: the Emmett Shelton bridge 
over Lady Bird Lake, on Redbud Trail; 
Barton Springs Road over Barton Creek; 
and Delwau Lane over Boggy Creek. The 
2018 bond Council is currently considering 
recommends $54 million in bridge funding, 
which would go toward fixing those bridges, 
starting with Emmett Shelton. 

Beyond that, the city will need to continue 
to invest if it hopes to maintain the quality 
of its bridges. Staff anticipates needing at 
least $2 million in additional funding for 
pedestrian bridges, low water crossings, 
retaining walls, and safety barriers every 
year for five years. - Nina Hernandez 


CodeNEXT: Take Four? 

Land use commissioners were settling into their Friday 
nights on April 20 when they received an email containing 
three new additions to the proposed zoning rewrite’s third and 
supposedly final draft. The CodeNEXT document already runs 
more than 1,500 pages, and commissioners received a 410- 
page addendum, plus an errata with “minor edits that do not 
alter content,” and a map atlas to guide users through chang¬ 
es to the newest map. Bad timing: City Council expects to 
receive the LUC’s recommendations before May, leaving com¬ 
missioners with little time to make sense of the new changes. 

The attachments arrived days after the joint land use com¬ 
mission work session last Wednesday, where Planning Com¬ 
mission Chair Stephen Oliver implored city staff to tread 
lightly with new material. He was responding to staff’s confes¬ 
sion that there would be “some changes” to the Main Street 
zones in the draft three map. That draft zoned certain corri¬ 
dors MS3, which, in theory, allows greater height and impervi¬ 
ous cover, though many sites are physically incapable of 
reaching that classification’s maximum height. One of the 


addenda drops these zones down to MS2, in staff’s attempt 
to reflect the most accurate zoning of existing properties. 

But the changes don’t stop there. Zoning & Platting 
Commission Chair Jolene Kiolbassa told me staff has added 
new sections, and removed others. Planning Commissioner 
Greg Anderson railed against the addendum at the PC meet¬ 
ing Tuesday night, accusing staff of depleting housing diversity 
by removing accessory dwelling units from R2C lots smaller 
than 5,000 square feet. “The more I look at it, the more I real¬ 
ize this is not an addendum; this is draft four,” he said. 

“It’s 11:59 on the CodeNEXT clock, and I don’t know 
what’s been changed,” Kiolbassa said earlier in the week. 
Exhausted executive lead Greg Guernsey tried to alleviate 
fears on Tuesday night, telling commissioners that staff 
believe the addendum offers draft three “clarification.” But in 
light of the new information, Oliver presented a resolution 
suggesting his commission center their recommendations on 
the zoning text and mapping, as opposed to the chapters out¬ 
side of zoning. Oliver’s goal is to “take up the hardest stuff 
first” to help Council start on CodeNEXT, then tackle the 
more technical chapters with additional aid. Commissioner 
James Shieh supported that proposal. One of his “biggest 


concerns” is “there’s stuff that none of us get,” leaving him 
uncertain about how to weigh in on certain sections. “We 
need to make it clear to Council that they need to go through 
position papers to make sure that they [understand it].” 

WHO’S A PLANNER? 

Before that happens, Council must clarify membership 
requirements for the Planning Commission. The topic will be 
taken up today, April 26, after Community Not Commodity 
and the NAACP have argued that the commission’s current 
makeup is illegal under the City Charter. CNC says seven 
commissioners are connected to development; the charter 
mandates no more than one-third (or four people on the 
13-member board) should be “directly or indirectly” tied to real 
estate or development. Council will decide between narrowing 
the definition to “only” include “more intensive development of 
real property”; or broadening it to include architects, engineers, 
and more (which could affect Oliver’s standing, since he’s an 
architect). CNC head Fred Lewis said both options “only weak¬ 
en” the charter, contrary to voter’s wishes. - Sarah Marloff

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So, You’re Pregnant... 

STATE INFO BOOKLET RIDDLED WITH PROPAGANDA 


Pregnant teenagers hoping to get the facts 
about abortion rights from the state are out 
of luck. A new version of the little-known pam¬ 
phlet “So, You’re Pregnant, Now What?" is 

rife with factual errors, inflammatory lan¬ 
guage, and anti-abortion bias. 

The Texas Department of State Health 
Services booklet is meant to educate teens 
on judicial bypass - the process by which 
minors can forgo parental consent and 
obtain permission for abortion through a 
judge. The material is also required to pro¬ 
vide information relating to alternatives to 
abortion and health 
risks associated with 
the procedure. While 
an earlier version was 
mildly problematic, a 
revised edition - to be 
finalized in the coming 
weeks - is blatantly 
designed to mislead 
pregnant minors and 
shame those seeking 
abortion care. 

The booklet over¬ 
states the hazards of 
abortion, citing death 
as the first risk, 
despite the fact that 
pregnancy is statisti¬ 
cally up to 14 times 
more dangerous than 
abortion care. It also misleads on the mental 
health complications post-abortion, overem¬ 
phasizing thoughts of suicide and depres¬ 
sion, a debunked theory, and links abortion 
to lack of fertility and breast cancer, again 
discredited. Instead of using actual medical 
terminology, the revised booklet opts to 
manipulate pregnant teens’ vulnerable emo¬ 
tions by referring to the fetus or embryo as 
“your baby,” uses “mother” instead of 
“woman,” and visually depicts the stages of 
gestation. And according to ACOG, the overall 
description for medical abortion is inaccurate 
and reflects outdated FDA guidelines. 


The booklet even fails at its primary objec¬ 
tive: educating minors on judicial bypass. 
During the 2015 legislative sessions, law¬ 
makers made the process more difficult for 
the often abused, neglected minors by throw¬ 
ing up several barriers, including extending 
when the judge has to rule. The literature 
doesn’t help elucidate that complicated pro¬ 
cess: There isn’t a section on minors’ rights, 
and judicial bypass is buried until more than 
halfway through the book. 

If the booklet sounds familiar, that’s 
because it is. The state health department 
publishes an equally 
biased and error-ridden 
pamphlet titled “A 
Woman’s Right to 
Know,” given to abor¬ 
tion-seeking patients by 
doctors as mandated 
by state law. A 2016 
Rutgers University 
study found 48% of the 
statements about the 
first trimester were 
medically inaccurate. 
Many of the same play¬ 
ers criticizing the teen 
booklet have sounded 
off on the WRTK pam¬ 
phlet for years, to deaf 
ears from the state 
health department. 

After the comments have been reviewed, the 
updated booklet will be posted online, and 
stakeholders will be notified through email, said 
HHSC spokesperson Carrie Williams. The final 
booklet will be posted “as soon as we are able 
to review and consider all comments received.”

THE AUSTIN NEIGHBORHOODS THAT BELIEVE CERTAIN THINGS 
AND EXCLUDE ALL OTHERS COUNCIL? 


Last summer, the Austin Neighborhoods Council s 

executive committee voted to block the Downtown 
Austin Neighborhood Alliance from joining the 
umbrella association, because DANA is a member of 
Friends of Austin Neighborhoods, a group ANC 
believes operates against its mission of preserving 
neighborhoods. According to ANC President Jeff Jack, 
the situation exposed an issue with the group’s bylaws. 

Wording of the code governing new additions made 
it such that new groups would be granted automatic 
entrance, but that the executive committee could (if it 
found cause) overturn the acceptance, as happened 
with DANA. As we go to press Wednesday, ANC is con¬ 
sidering a change of that rule to make it clear that the 
executive committee has jurisdiction over decisions, 
and could act pre-emptively to avoid any scenario 
where a group could be admitted and then banned. 


“If somebody applies and gets rejected and wants to 
appeal that decision of the executive committee, they 
certainly have the right to take it to the full member¬ 
ship” if the new rules pass, Jack said. 

But not everyone is on board with the proposed 
change. Windsor Park Neighborhood Association 
delegate Brian Graham sent an email of dissent over 
the weekend, saying that the changes are contrary to 
the group’s values, and that he plans to abandon his 
post immediately after Wednesday’s meeting. “There 
is not now... and has never been ... a requirement in 
the Bylaws that an application group must share the 
same beliefs as some part of the existing membership 
nor any power granted by the bylaws for anyone to 
require any set of beliefs by an applicant,” he wrote.

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More and More at Broadmoor 

BIG THINGS COULD BE COMING TO NORTH BURNET 



One of North Central Austin’s brownfield 
sites could become Austin’s next big mixed- 
use development. The plan to revamp 66 
acres of office space near the Domain 
jumped a major hurdle on April 12 when 
City Council gave preliminary approval to 
change the zoning for the IBM Broadmoor 
Campus at 11501 Burnet Rd. from North 
Burnet/Gateway-Commercial Mixed Use- 
Neighborhood Plan to North Burnet/ 
Gateway-Transit Oriented Development. 

If that sounds like planning and zoning 
gobbledygook, the simpler version is that a 
large, underutilized tract on Burnet, a few 
blocks up from the Domain, is set to add 
density, office space, and housing along one 
of the city’s fastest-growing corridors. If 
developer Brandywine Austin LLC gets its 
way, the amount of office space on the prop¬ 
erty will jump from 1.1 million to 2.1 million 
square feet, plus an additional 300 hotel 
rooms, 150 condos, and over 2,000 multi¬ 
family residential units. 

Big stuff, but it’s not likely Brandywine 
will face too strenuous of a challenge. The 
request was recommended to City Council 
unanimously by the Planning Commission, 
and approved unanimously by Council on 
first reading on April 12 (with five mem¬ 
bers absent). What’s more, Leslie Pool, 
whose District 7 encompasses the space 
and is often seen as tepid or even hostile to 
developments that would increase density 
in her district, was the one to propose the 
consenting vote, and the Gracywoods 
Neighborhood Association has already 
given the proposal a positive response. 
GNA President Francoise Luca said mem¬ 
bers were more concerned about the pro¬ 
posal to put a soccer stadium at McKalla 
Place, noting that the stadium would sit on 
what could be redeveloped as city park¬ 
land. By comparison, the Brandywine/ 


Broadmoor proposal involves additional 
pocket parks that would be open to the 
public, as well as new paths to connect 
existing trails. 

Currently Broadmoor has one major ten¬ 
ant: IBM - more specifically, the IBM Aus¬ 
tin Research Laboratory, one of three IBM 
facilities in the area. Brandywine acquired 
the site from the tech firm in 2015, but it’s 
that IBM connection that might be the 
most important. The computer firm has 
been a major employer and massive land- 
owner in the area for over 50 years: The 
Domain was an IBM campus before it was 
the Domain, and Luca noted that many 
families moved to her neighborhood to 
work there. She added that both IBM and 
Brandywine have been talking with the 
community since last fall - again, she said, 
in sharp contrast to Precourt Sports 
Ventures, which has yet to meet with com¬ 
munity members. The Broadmoor backers 
have already made clear that the full rede¬ 
velopment would be a 20-year process, “so 
it’s not going to be an immediate ‘every¬ 
thing’s taken down and starting over,”’ said 
Luca. “We think that’s a very sensible and 
responsible way of doing this.” 

Moreover, there’s no indication that IBM 
will desert the area. Reached for comment, 
Amanda Carl, head of external relations, 
said: “IBM has been in Austin since 1967 
and has no plans to relocate.” 

The area is already a hub for tech firms: 
beyond IBM, Facebook, real estate software 
firm Accruent, online recruitment firm 
Indeed, and nonprofit software specialist 
Blackbaud each hold major footprints, and 
there’s a rapidly growing Charles Schwab 
campus nearby. Adding multifamily units 
nearby could make it easier to recruit, while 
adding density and population into an estab¬ 
lished neighborhood. City staff has project-

ed that new families could boost enrollment 
at neighboring AISD campuses, slowing the 
projected decrease at Burnet Middle and 
changing projected enrollment at Pillow 
Elementary over the next five years from a 
26% drop in student numbers to an 18% 
gain. Luca said, “People want to live where 
there are trees and a nice lifestyle.” 

The rezoning proposal plan may add fuel 
to the speculation that Austin could be a 
strong candidate for Amazon’s second 
headquarters. In January, the firm released 
a list of 20 potential sites for what it calls 
“HQ2,” and Austin made the cut. Talk of a 
connection to the Broadmoor site began 
soon after, when Brandywine Executive 
Vice President William Redd made a public 
statement that his firm was pitching the 
site to Amazon. The planned revamp would 
include relocating the MetroRail Red Line 
station (at the developer’s expense) from 
the current (unpopular and hard to reach) 


site on Kramer Lane to right into the mid¬ 
dle of Broadmoor, a big draw for Amazon, 
which has prioritized public transit in its 
search for an HQ2 city. 

And remember that Amazon already has 
a presence in Austin: In 2014, it established 
a corporate office in the Domain, and in 
2016 opened its shipping and warehouse 
facility in San Marcos. Last year it acquired 
Whole Foods Market outright, and has kept 
headquarters here. 

However, Broadmoor still faces stiff com¬ 
petition in luring the company to Central 
Texas. New York business analysis nonprof¬ 
it the Conference Board released a study 
earlier this month tracking Amazon’s hiring 
patterns over the past two years and found 
that the company had seen the greatest 
increases in advertised management and 
tech posts in Washington, D.C., and Bos¬ 
ton, a possible indicator of where expansion 
priorities might lie. - Richard Whittaker 


At Court With Precourt 

Attorneys representing Precourt Sports Ventures and 
Major League Soccer laid out their case for dismissing a 
lawsuit intended to prevent them from moving the Columbus 
Crew last week, arguing that the law cited in the suit stood 
in violation of both the U.S. and Ohio Constitutions, and also 
that the plaintiffs - Ohio Attorney General Mike DeWine and 
Columbus City Attorney Zach Klein - had little factual evi¬ 
dence to support their claim that the law applied to PSV. 

In the 25-page brief, attorneys Dan L. Cvetanovich and 
Marc J. Kessler argue that the statute in question (known 
as the Modell Law) is “blatantly unconstitutional” because it 
violated three clauses of the U.S. Constitution that deal with 
how state laws interact with businesses and citizens in other 
states. The law requires professional sports teams in Ohio 
that have used a tax-supported facility or received financial 
assistance from the state to either gain their home town’s 
permission to relocate, or give six months’ notice for local 
buyers to purchase the team. The statute is named after Art 
Modell, the reviled former owner of the Cleveland Browns 
who moved his NFL team to Baltimore in 1996, and Cvetano¬ 


vich and Kessler say it gives local buyers an unfair advantage 
over out-of-state buyers, violating the Dormant Commerce 
Clause of the U.S. Constitution, and that it violates the Priv¬ 
ileges and Immunities Clause because the six-month win¬ 
dow is a “special privilege” unavailable to out-of-state buyers. 

The most notable part of the motion, however, is the 
defense’s argument that PSV does not actually own the Crew, 
but are rather merely a manager (as “operator/investor”) of 
one of the 23 teams that play in MLS - meaning any legal 
action must be lobbed at the actual league, and not PSV. 

(In accordance with that, PSV CEO Anthony Precourt has 
updated his Twitter bio to read “Investor/Operator” of the 
Crew, rather than “Owner/Chairman.”) Should the courts 
accept this line of reasoning, the millions of dollars in taxpay¬ 
er-subsidized benefits given to the Crew over the years would 
become irrelevant, because they were not benefits received 
by MLS, who may be the true owners of the Crew. 

DeWine replied in a counter brief alleging “factual misdirec¬ 
tion” and that the motion to dismiss “relies on rarely used 
constitutional claims that lack merit.” DeWine’s brief also 
addressed a previous request by MLS and PSV to stay discov¬ 
ery of evidence until the court determined the applicability 
of the Modell Law. The state is seeking access to financial 


records, which it says are critical to understanding the team’s 
ownership structure, as well as information on any offers PSV 
has heard from local buyers. The Columbus Post-Dispatch con¬ 
firmed that in March, MLS deputy commissioner Mark Abbott 
and others were in Columbus to meet with business commu¬ 
nity leaders about potential buyers for the Crew. 

Another wrinkle in the drama is that DeWine is running for 
governor of Ohio, and is currently favored to win the Republic¬ 
an nomination in the May 8 primary election. The former U.S. 
senator has enjoyed several electoral successes in Ohio, and 
one way for him to lock down a solid voting bloc may be to 
wage a public battle against the corporate entities trying to 
relocate the capital city’s professional soccer team - even if 
most law experts agree the battle he’s waging is unwinnable. 

What will happen with DeWine’s suit is a game of specula¬ 
tion, because the Modell Law has never been tested in court. 
Pete Reid, an Austin lawyer who has written about the unfurl¬ 
ing saga, said PSV’s motion to dismiss is common in such liti¬ 
gation, though rarely granted. He wrote that DeWine and Klein 
were unlikely to win the suit, but that the case could cause 
“some delay in the process” of moving the Crew to Austin. 

For PSV, with the clock ticking, any delay could prove 
consequential. - Austin Sanders 
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Harrell: Attempted Murder or Self-Defense? 


Last Friday, while pursuing a tip about an 
unconventional gag order issued to - appar¬ 
ently - everybody sitting in District Judge 
Karen Sage's courtroom that morning, I 
stumbled into the cross-examination of a 
state’s witness in the attempted capital mur¬ 
der trial of Tyler Harrell, the North Austin 
resident who, while 18 and living at his par¬ 
ents’ home in April of 2016, shot Austin 
Police Officer James Pittman in the knee. 
Pittman is part of APD’s SWAT team, and he 
entered the Harrells’ home with teammates 
because of a no-knock search warrant signed 
by Municipal Judge Ronald Meyerson after 
APD Detective Steve Hawkins gave the 
judge reason to believe that Harrell was a 
“large drug dealer” of 
marijuana and cocaine. 

Hawkins’ assessment 
was based on three loot¬ 
ing expeditions of the 
Harrells’ trash, in which 
he found a number of 
items that one might 
associate with a drug 
dealer: pill pouches, 
empty Ziploc bags of 
varying sizes, corner 
bags (the corner of a 
larger bag ripped off and 
tied up), plastic package 
casings for ammunition 
that would be used in an 
assault rifle, empty cigar 
packages, and a small 
amount of green leaves 
that looked and smelled 
like weed. Hawkins 
was also working with 
a series of Snapchat 
videos that indicated 
Harrell was selling mari¬ 
juana while in posses¬ 
sion of an AK-47. 

Hawkins and APD 
were made privy to the contents of Harrell’s 
trash by an anonymous tip made to Tip411, 
and during pretrial proceedings Harrell’s 
attorney Skip Davis sought to obtain infor¬ 
mation about the informant (either the indi¬ 
vidual’s identity or metadata from their com¬ 
puter), on grounds that the tipster was either 
associated with APD or someone Harrell 
knew who wanted to SWAT him - referring to 
the act of calling a SWAT team as a prank. 


Reached Friday night about the mystery 
gag order (no dice; turns out asking an attor¬ 
ney whether they’re gagged is like asking 
someone if they’re asleep), Davis instead ref¬ 
erenced his January motion to reveal the 
identity of the informant, which Sage eventu¬ 
ally denied, and also the state’s motion in 
limine to prohibit the defense’s probe into 
the anonymous tip. 

Davis doesn’t deny that Harrell shot Pitt¬ 
man, but he still wants to learn about the 
informant: “This SWAT raid was all about two 
little tiny twigs of an unknown plant variety 
and an empty container of what once held 
one gram of pot.” Not entirely true - there 
was more in the trash than just that, and fol¬ 
lowing the raid APD 
found 34 grams of mari¬ 
juana in Harrell’s home 
(in addition to Xanax and 
paraphernalia) - but 
Davis believes the “pau¬ 
city of evidence” APD 
held should not have 
created probable cause 
to issue a no-knock 
search warrant - and 
that if the warrant wasn’t 
justified, then APD 
shouldn’t have been in 
the Harrells’ home unan¬ 
nounced. Davis believes 
that assessment, along 
with Harrell’s account 
that he was sleeping 
when the SWAT team 
arrived and apparently 
did not hear them 
announce their presence 
until he had awoken and 
fired more than a dozen 
gunshots down the 
stairs, qualifies Harrell’s 
actions more as an act 
of self-defense than any¬ 
thing malicious toward a police officer. 

But again, Sage wouldn’t let that aspect of 
the case be discussed during Harrell’s trial, 
so Davis and co-counsel Michael Chandler 
have instead sought to sway jurors on the rel¬ 
ative chaos surrounding a SWAT raid, and to 
argue that Harrell still did not know who was 
inside his house when he shot his gun. Davis 
said he expects the trial to continue for a 
number of weeks. - Chase Hoffberger

SCOTUS HEARS TEXAS REDISTRICTING 

Are Texas’ electoral maps racist? The U.S. Supreme Court will decide. On Tuesday, SCOTUS heard arguments in 
Abbott v. Perez, the state’s redistricting case, a long and tangled saga that began in 2011. The state is appealing a 
lower court ruling that found legislative and congressional maps were drawn by lawmakers to intentionally dis¬ 
criminate against black and Hispanic voters and dilute their power. Among the congressional districts in question 
is Austin Rep. Lloyd Doggett’s CD 35, which runs along 1-35 between Austin and San Antonio (and not much else). 
The outcome will mean Texas either keeps its discriminatory maps or is forced to redraw them, and possibly be 
subject to federal pre-clearance any time it wants to draw new districts. 

Without court intervention, there’s nothing stopping Republicans from creating new discriminatory maps after 
the 2020 census, notes Austin state Rep. Eddie Rodriguez, a named plaintiff in the lawsuit. SCOTUS could also 
decide to punt the case to the lower court due to jurisdictional issues. According to media reports, the liberal jus¬ 
tices on Tuesday appeared sympathetic toward the civil rights and minority groups contesting the map, while con¬ 
servatives seemed to side with the state. It’s anyone’s guess how Justice Anthony Kennedy’s decisive vote will 
swing. A final ruling is expected this summer. - Mary Tuma

True love and lawsuits in the Wedding Capital of Texas

A ll Gregory George wanted was some 
peace and quiet. In 2013, the 
41-year-old former Texas General 
Land Office agent and his wife Staci 
bought a 10.8-acre plot just outside of 
Dripping Springs, in a development pro¬ 
tected by residential-only deed restric¬ 
tions. Their plan was to build their dream 
home and start a family. But that dream 
turned into a nightmare, George said, 
when his neighbors decided to open up a 
wedding venue right next to his new home. 
Now, he spends his days meeting with law¬ 
yers, and nights canvassing his property 
line with a sound meter. 

According to George, his neighbor Jani 
Saliga came over three days before he 
poured the foundation for his house and 
told him she was planning to turn her exist¬ 
ing home into a wedding venue. George was 
surprised: His property came with a neigh¬ 
borhood covenant that prohibited commer¬ 
cial business, and he was told by his real 
estate agent and his title company that it 
applied to the properties on both sides of 
his lot. Saliga, however, says she was 
unaware of any deed restrictions on her 
property. George went ahead and built his 
home adjacent to Saliga’s, on the highest 
point on his lot, sure the covenant would 
work. Saliga and her husband also proceed¬ 
ed with their plan, turning their home into 
what is now the Garden Grove Wedding and 
Event Venue. 

When they began to host weddings in 
April of 2016, tensions escalated between 
the Georges and the Saligas. The weddings, 
which George claims sometimes include 
live bands that play until midnight, occur 
about 250 feet from his back porch. George 
and the neighbors who live on the opposite 
side of the Saligas’ property filed a lawsuit 
against them and Garden Grove to enforce 
the residential-only covenant in June of 
2016. The trial was held the following May, 
and George and the other neighbors lost on 
a technicality: The developer’s name was 
misspelled in the original covenants, excus¬ 
ing the Saligas’ title company for not alert¬ 
ing them to the restrictions. 

Right after that, George heard about a 
public meeting hosted by Mark Black and 
his father Terry, of the Black barbecue fam¬ 
ily, regarding their plan to turn a property 
they owned in the Dripping Springs area 
into a wedding venue. Although the prop¬ 
erty belongs to Black Market Investments, 
a business entity owned by Terry Black and 
his sons, Mark has led efforts to develop the 
property. At the meeting, which was held at 
the Driftwood Firehouse in July of 2017, 
Mark told those in attendance that he was 
planning to build two 300-person wedding 
venues on a 64-acre lot right next to three 
residential developments: Radiance, 
Goldenwood, and Goldenwood West. 

The developments were built in the 
Eighties and early Nineties and have deed 
restrictions forbidding commercial busi¬ 
ness, just like the covenant that came with 
George’s land. But the Blacks’ property is 
located right outside of the restricted area, 
so he is free to build whatever he likes. Still, 
in order to break ground, the Blacks have 


had to go through a series of steps to get 
approval from the city of Dripping Springs 
and Hays County before receiving a permit 
to build their venue. When George, who can 
see Goldenwood West from his backyard, 
heard about this, it got him wondering how 
his neighbors were allowed to turn their 
home into a 400-person wedding venue, as 
well as build cabins in their backyard, with¬ 
out permits or permission 
from the city. 

“I feel sorry for those 
people who live next to the 
Blacks,” George said. 

“But I believe in property 
rights. If you have unre¬ 
stricted land you should be 
able to build whatever you want.” 

Still, if the Blacks had to get a permit, 
why not the Saligas? George and his neigh¬ 
bor decided to look up site plans or permits 
for Garden Grove, but they couldn’t find 
any except for a building permit for the 
Saligas’ original home. It turns out, until 
they started asking questions, the City 
of Dripping Springs was not aware of 
the venue. 

Garden Grove, like the Blacks’ property, 
is located in the city of Dripping Springs’ 
extraterritorial jurisdiction, or ETJ, which 


means its owners need permission from the 
city to do certain things, like create imper¬ 
vious cover. The Dripping Springs ETJ is 
over four times the size of Dripping Springs 
itself, according to Ginger Faught, deputy 
city administrator for Dripping Springs. 
The extra-large ETJ is the result of a land 
grab made by Austin back in the Eighties, 
when rural property owners opted to be part 
of Dripping Springs’ ETJ 
rather than become part 
of Austin’s ETJ. Now the 
area is one of the fastest- 
growing in the country, 
and Dripping Springs’ 
tiny city staff is charged 
with overseeing all of it. 
Faught said because of the size of the ETJ, 
the city relies on neighbors to bring poten¬ 
tial violations to its attention. 

As an event venue located in the ETJ, the 
only rule the Saligas must follow regarding 
sound is the state-sanctioned limit - 85 
decibels at their property line - which they 
tend to operate well below. So long as the 
city doesn’t find some small cabins the 
Saligas have built for overnight guests to be 
unpermitted impervious cover, it appears 
the Saligas are within the law. They say 
they have held fewer than 20 weddings over 


the last two years, that most events end by 
midnight, and that they’ve built a sound- 
insulated party room for overnight guests 
who want to celebrate beyond that time. 
This has done nothing to appease George, 
who the Saligas claim has interfered with 
business at Garden Grove by mowing his 
lawn and playing what they refer to as 
“mariachi music” during wedding ceremo¬ 
nies. These complaints are outlined in a 
countersuit filed by the Saligas against 
George and his neighbors in the Hays 
County Court. 

“We’ve done everything we can to make 
sure we don’t bother him, and he just won’t 
stop,” said Saliga. And George isn’t giving 
up: He has appealed the lower court’s deci¬ 
sion regarding the neighborhood cove¬ 
nants, convinced they still apply to the 
Saligas’ property. 

A BLESSING AND A CURSE 

According to the Dripping Springs Cham¬ 
ber of Commerce, which trademarked the 
city as the “Wedding Capital of Texas” in 
2014, there are now over 35 wedding venues 
within a 20-mile radius around Dripping 
Springs. Sherrie Parks, president and CEO 
of the chamber, estimates over 4,000 wed¬ 
dings take place annually in the area, driv¬ 
ing hundreds of thousands of dollars of 
revenue to local businesses. Of course this 
comes at a price: There now exists a litany 
of lawsuits just like the one the Georges 
filed against Garden Grove awaiting word 
in the Hays County Court. 

Vista West Ranch, one of the oldest wed¬ 
ding venues in the area, recently came 
under attack by its neighbors after operat¬ 
ing successfully for 10 years. Located just 
outside of the Dripping Springs ETJ in 
unincorporated Hays County, Vista West 
Ranch is actually the name of a neighbor¬ 
hood that was developed in the Eighties. 
Brian Pearson and his wife Cindy bought 
one of the first lots in the development over 
20 years ago, according to their daughter 
Stacey Hogge, who now runs the venue 
with her husband Joe. 

Gary Simanton and Bill Garza are two 
other Vista West residents who’ve lived 
there since the Pearsons decided to get into 
the wedding business. The early residents 
of the neighborhood were all friendly, 
according to Garza, who said he used to 
catch up with the Pearsons over a beer or at 
a neighborhood barbecue every once in a 
while. In 2008, Brian Pearson approached 
Garza and the other neighbors to ask for 
their blessing to turn his barn into a wed¬ 
ding venue. Garza said Pearson told every¬ 
one that the residential-only covenants 
were no longer valid, and they gave Pearson 
consent to start his business without asking 
too many questions. 

The business was fine at first. Garza even 
DJ’d some of the weddings and rented out 
the venue to get married there himself. 
Garza’s neighbors, Gary Simanton and 
Renee Lyon, rented out a cabin on their 
property to the Pearsons’ wedding guests 
through Airbnb. Simanton said he didn’t 
initially want to rent out the cabin, but

Brian Pearson asked him and he acqui¬ 
esced. Both Simanton and Garza said the 
Pearsons were respectful, and the weddings 
were rarely loud. 

But then Stacey and Joe started taking 
over the business. In 2014, the Hogges and 
the Pearsons bought the property on the 
other side of Simanton and Lyon’s home. 
Brian Pearson and Joe Hogge worked 
together, building out a second wedding 
venue called the Creek Haus, with over¬ 
night lodging for up to 70 guests. About 
halfway into the project, Brian Pearson suf¬ 
fered a heart attack and died. 

The Hogges went on, finishing the Creek 
Haus in early 2015. They hosted their first 
wedding there over Memorial Day week¬ 
end 2015. The bride and groom arrived via 
helicopter, which upset Simanton and 
Lyon, and the guests at this wedding, the 
Hogges admit, were loud and disrespect¬ 
ful. After that, the Hogges put strict rules 
in place for guests at the Creek Haus, but 
it was too late. A few months later, Joe 
Hogge got in a fight with Lyon about the 
cabin she and Simanton rented out to 
guests, according to the Hogges. They 
stopped recommending the cabin to their 
guests, and Simanton and Lyon filed a law¬ 
suit against them claiming their business 
is a nuisance to the neighborhood. Later 
on, Simanton said, his lawyer found out 
the Vista West covenants are, in fact, still 
valid. Now, he and Lyon are suing the 
Hogges to shut down both venues. 

Stacey Hogge maintains that she and her 
husband follow “country law,” which she 
defines as respecting your neighbors 
whether or not you have a legal obligation 
to do so. They say they keep all amplified 
music indoors and shut it off by 11pm. They 
even bought property with access to the 
main road in front of the Creek Haus so 
they wouldn’t have to use the road that runs 
through the neighborhood. After finding 
roofing nails strewn across the private 
driveway to the Creek Haus, the Hogges put 
up motion-activated game cameras to catch 
anyone who comes onto their property. 


On the first day of April, after a blue 
moon on March 31, three stick figures 
appeared on the fence between Simanton 
and Lyon’s property and the Creek Haus. 
Stacey Hogge said she believes they are 
voodoo hexes, placed there by Lyon and 
Simanton to curse them or to scare their 
guests. A few days later, one of the Hogges’ 
game cameras caught a picture of Lyon pos¬ 
ing with one of the figures and grinning 
into the camera. 

NOISE FREE TEXAS 

It’s pretty much impossible to shut down 
a wedding venue in the Dripping Springs 
ETJ or unincorporated Hays County once 
it’s up and running, according to Kimly 
West, who lives next to the Memory Lane 
Event Center. Like Vista West Ranch and 
Garden Grove, Memory Lane is outside the 
tiny Dripping Springs city limits, so no local 
sound or zoning ordinances exist to medi¬ 
ate disputes between the venue and its 
neighbors when things go awry. 

Fed up with the noise coming from Mem¬ 
ory Lane, West started a petition in 2010 
called Noise Free Texas aimed at lowering 
the legal limit on sound in the state of Texas 
from 85 to 60 decibels. For context, the for¬ 
mer is comparable to the noise inside a 
nightclub, whereas the latter is akin to a 
loud restaurant. 

West collected around 400 signatures, 
then approached state Rep. Jason Isaac, 
who represented the Dripping Springs area 
at the time, and asked him to write a bill to 
change state law to reduce the maximum 
allowable sound level to 60 decibels. He 
agreed and introduced the bill to the House. 
People from the Dripping Springs area 
came to testify, but it died in committee. 
“Being a novice in the Legislature, I thought 
it would work,” she said. “But the three lob¬ 
bies that have wrapped up our Lege are 
alcohol, development, and oil and gas. And 
those three lobbies want to have 85 decibels 
for their operations.” She tried again in 
2013, but the bill suffered a similar fate. 

Then, during the 2015 legislative session, 
Isaac turned around and authored a resolu¬ 


tion to make Dripping Springs the official 
“Wedding Capital of Texas.” This passed 
and has led to the continued growth of the 
events business in the area for the past three 
years. Now people like Gregory George, 
Billy Garza, Rene Lyon, and Gary Simanton 
are finding out what Kimly West has known 
for a while: There is no legal protection, 
save deed restrictions, for residents who 
live next to wedding venues outside the city 
limits of Dripping Springs. “Even if the 
neighbors complain, there’s no way to stop 
it. And that was shocking,” said West. 

This is because in the unincorporated 
areas of the state and in cities’ ETJs, the 
counties do not have what is called “land 
use authority,” so anything can be built any¬ 
where, absent deed restrictions placed on 
properties by developers. The counties 
require businesses to obtain a permitted 
septic system, and the city of Dripping 
Springs regulates impervious cover and 
stormwater runoff through site plan approv¬ 
al for structures built in its ETJ. But there’s 
no mechanism to stop a business from oper¬ 
ating in a residential area if it complies with 
these standards. 

Hays County Commissioner Ray Whisen- 
ant points to an extreme case, in which a 
cement plant was built next to a residential 
neighborhood outside of Dripping Springs, 
in unincorporated Hays County. Legally, he 
said, there was nothing he could do to stop 
it once the project plan complied with water 
and waste codes. If the city or county refus¬ 
es to approve a site plan that’s in compli¬ 
ance, then the city or county could end up 
being sued, according to Whisenant. “There 
needs to be some ability for counties to 
define land use,” he said. “I don’t have an 
exact answer, but it does need to be 
addressed.” 


But while a change may be needed, one is 
unlikely to occur. The only way cities and 
counties can get land use authority is 
through the state Legislature, according to 
Faught. She said some sort of land use 
authority bill is introduced every session, 
but none is likely to pass, given Texans’ 
obsession with property rights. Add in the 
pro-development interests West went up 
against at the Capitol, and it’s even less 
likely that city or county officials will have 
a say in what is built where in the Dripping 
Springs ETJ or Hays County any time soon. 

NICE DAY FOR A BLACK WEDDING? 

Mark Black brought all of these issues to 
light when he decided to build two 300-per¬ 
son wedding venues on his property. He 
could have built a big house on the lot, then 
turned it into a venue, as the Saligas did, 
and avoided most of the process he has had 
to go through. But Mark Black’s plans are 
bigger: He wants to build the biggest and 
best wedding venue in the “Wedding Capital 
of Texas.” He said his business philosophy 
is to go wherever people are already doing 
something the best and do it better. “That’s 
what my dad did with barbecue in Austin,” 
he said of his father’s spot on Barton 
Springs Road, “and that’s what I’m going to 
do with weddings in Dripping Springs.” 

Black’s plan has been subjected to close 
scrutiny from every level - from the city of 
Dripping Springs to the state of Texas - due 
to the special nature of the land he pur¬ 
chased. His 64 acres are located in the 
Edwards Aquifer Recharge Zone, which 
means its watershed feeds directly into the 
water source for millions of people in the 
Hill Country, as well as for Barton Springs. 

Many of the residents of Radiance, the 
closest development to the Blacks’ proper-

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ty, see themselves as docents of this envi¬ 
ronmentally sensitive area. The develop¬ 
ment was started in the Eighties by a group 
of Transcendental Meditation™ practitio¬ 
ners who moved out to the country to be 
surrounded by nature and meditate three 
times a day They know every creek and 
rivulet on their property and understand 
how they contribute to the 
aquifer. So when they heard 
about Black’s plan to develop 
6.4 acres of his property - the 
maximum 10% allowed by the 
Texas Commission on Envi¬ 
ronmental Quality - they were 
more than concerned; they 
were downright mad. 

On Feb. 19 of this year, resi¬ 
dents of Radiance and the 
other neighborhoods sur¬ 
rounding the Blacks’ property 
showed up in front of Terry 
Black’s Barbecue on Barton 
Springs Road to protest the 
proposed wedding venue ahead of a 
Dripping Springs City Council meeting to 
approve Black’s site plan. They carried signs 
that read “No Mark Black Wedding Venue,” 
“We <3 Good Neighbors,” and “Commit 
Now! Fire Safety!” The protest was orga¬ 
nized by the Friendship Alliance, a neigh¬ 
borhood group for residents of Radiance, 
Goldenwood, and Goldenwood West. 

Dr. Carlos Torres-Verdin, a professor in the 
Department of Petroleum and Geosystems 


Engineering at UT, is the president of the 
Friendship Alliance. He lives on one side of 
the Blacks’ property, in Radiance, and his 
back porch looks out over one of the 300-per¬ 
son venues the Blacks plan to build. 

Torres-Verdin and the Friendship Alliance 
organized what he calls “a fact-based cam¬ 
paign” to document the issues with the proj¬ 
ect. Not only will the project 
have a negative environmen¬ 
tal effect, he says, it will also 
put the safety of their commu¬ 
nity at risk. The property is off 
of FM 1826, on Crystal Hills 
Drive, at a junction that leads 
to Radiance and Goldenwood 
West. Crystal Hills Drive, at 20 
feet wide, is not wide enough 
to have a center stripe. In the 
event of a wildfire, the Black 
Ranch would significantly 
slow down an evacuation, 
many of the neighbors worry. 
The Friendship Alliance 
assembled a group of specialists, including 
a firefighter and a civil engineer from the 
neighborhood and a traffic engineer from 
UT-Arlington, to review Black’s plan. These 
specialists assessed the risks posed by the 
proposed venue and prepared presentations 
for the Dripping Springs Planning and 
Zoning Board, which had first pass at the 
plan on Jan. 23, 2018. Eighty-four people 
signed up to testify against the project at the

meeting, then ceded their time at the micro¬ 
phone to Torres-Verdin, who called up the 
Friendship Alliance specialists one by one. 

Brian Dudley, a civil engineer from 
Goldenwood, made the case that the plan 
violates the existing water quality ordi¬ 
nances set by the city of Dripping Springs. 
He said Black’s engineers at Kimley-Horn 
treated the site as a single watershed in 
their calculations, completely ignoring a 
creek that runs along one side of the prop¬ 
erty. “Usually this is not a big deal, but in 
this aquifer recharge zone it is a big prob¬ 
lem,” he told the board. Traffic engineer Dr. 
Siamak Ardekani assessed the impact the 
project will have on traffic, saying that it 
would take almost an hour to evacuate the 
Black Ranch alone in an emergency, and 
that the number of cars the ranch will add 
to the road on a daily basis exceeds the level 
of service criterion for county roads set by 
the state of Texas. “My recommendation is 
to reduce the size of this project to half of 
what is proposed,” he said. 

Cristian Granucci, a firefighter with the 
Los Angeles County Fire Department who 
spends half the year at his home in Radiance, 
cited a fire that happened in 2006 in the 
neighboring Rim Rock development that 
forced Radiance and Goldenwood to 
evacuate. According to 
Granucci, the fire start¬ 
ed at a construction site 
and burned 950 acres. 

He also cited a fire that 
burned 1,000 homes in 
Bastrop. “This doesn’t 
just happen on the West 
Coast,” he said. “This 
could happen here in 
our backyard.” 

Dripping Springs 
City Engineer Chad 
Gilpin demurred when 
asked to respond to 
these claims. The only 
factor the city has a say 
in is water quality, and 
he said he found 
Black’s plan to be in 
compliance. The Plan¬ 
ning and Zoning Board 
voted to approve it. 



Springs hired their own outside engineer to 
review the plan, drainage expert Tom 
Hegemier, who disagreed with Ross and 
Kessel. He confirmed the work of Gilpin, 
who had previously deemed the plan to be in 
accordance with city water ordinances. 

Faced with conflicting reports from either 
side’s expert engineers, the City Council 
tabled the controversial item in February, 
saying they needed more time to review it. 
They met again on March 13 to vote on the 
plan. Over 150 people packed into City Hall 
for the meeting. The fire marshal was on 
hand to monitor the crowd, most of whom 
were from Goldenwood, Goldenwood West, 
and Radiance. Many held signs; others pre¬ 
pared speeches. 

Council allowed public comment on the 
plan, which lasted over an hour. Bob Logan, 
who owns a property neighboring the 
Blacks’ land, said he heard from Mark 
Black that he plans to start a restaurant 
there, in addition to the wedding venue; 
Black and his lawyers, who were present at 
the meeting, did not contest this. Paul Frels, 
one of the founding members of Radiance, 
reminded everyone what was at stake. “For 
over 30 years, I’ve been able to walk out¬ 
side, and I look up and I see the stars, and I 
see the moon, and I hear the sounds of 
nature,” he said. “Once that’s gone, it’s 
gone.” The crowd broke 
out into applause. 

Mark Black’s uncle, 
Kent, also spoke, and 
explained that he and his 
business, the Original 
Black’s Barbecue (with 
locations in Lockhart and 



THE HONEYMOON IS OVER 

When you choose to live in an unincorpo¬ 
rated area like the Dripping Springs ETJ, you 
take a risk on who or what will be your neigh¬ 
bors. The best-case scenario is that the people 
who live near you will be respectful and help¬ 
ful in times of need, said Jeanine Christensen, 
secretary of the Friendship Alliance. “You’ve 
probably seen me with my sign that says ‘I 
love good neighbors,”’ she said. “That’s not a 
platitude. That’s the real deal.” 

She recalled the 2006 Rim Rock fire, when 
she received a robocall on her landline tell¬ 
ing her she had half an hour to evacuate. 
She knew that many of her neighbors did 
not have landlines and may not have 
received the call, so she knocked on people’s 
doors on her way out of the neighborhood to 
warn them about the evacuation. “I took

WE <3 GOOD NEIGHBORS 

After passing Planning and Zoning, Black 
Ranch went before Dripping Springs City 
Council for approval in mid-February. Prior 
to the meeting, the Friendship Alliance hired 
two outside engineers to review the water 
plan. Lauren Ross, an engineer who worked 
with Austin’s Save Our Springs Alliance, 
found the plan only removed 74% of phos¬ 
phorus, well below the 90% requirement 
under the city of Dripping Springs’ water 
quality ordinance for the recharge zone. She 
sent a letter to Council detailing her find¬ 
ings. Erosion expert Jeff Kessel also reviewed 
Black’s plan; he found that the runoff from 
the parking areas and roads Black is propos¬ 
ing to build will erode the hillside leading 
down to the creek, causing flooding in the 
neighborhood later on. The city of Dripping 


on Guadalupe), are finan¬ 
cially independent of Terry 
Black. Then he implored 
his nephew to do the right 
thing. “Work with the 
neighbors, be a good 
neighbor, treat the neigh¬ 
bors with dignity and 
respect, and work together 
for the common good,” he 
said, to the delight of the audience. 

At the end of public comment, Mayor Todd 
Purcell addressed the energized crowd. 
“Believe me, I sympathize with you all. I’m 
dealing with this on a personal level. But I 
can’t ask this Council to break the law for 
y’all. I don’t know how we’re gonna vote 
tonight. But I can tell you, Mr. Black, I will 
never get married there,” he said, drawing a 
hearty laugh and round of applause. Purcell’s 
parents live next to Memory Lane and were 
involved in a 2010 lawsuit against the venue. 

Finally, the mayor put it to a vote. Only 
three of five of the City Council members 
were present at the meeting, apparently 
due to spring break, and two of them voted 
to approve the plan. Wade King, the only 
CM present who is up for re-election this 
year, cast the lone dissenting vote. 


dogs and cats from other people’s houses 
and put them in my car on the way to pick 
up my kid at kindergarten,” she said. “That’s 
what it’s like when everyone is honorable.” 

According to Torres-Verdin, the Blacks 
have thus far not been honorable. Torres- 
Verdin said Terry Black told him and his 
wife that the Black family was planning to 
build cabins for personal use on the prop¬ 
erty when they first bought it. Torres-Verdin 
extended a neighborly welcome to Terry 
and his family, inviting them over for lunch 
or lemonade, but they refused. Torres- 
Verdin said he did not hear from the Blacks 
again until the neighborhood meeting at 
the Driftwood Firehouse, at which Mark 
Black informed everyone that he was going 
to build a wedding venue on the property. 
“The most troubling thing about this is that 
there are many neighbors who live adjacent 
to his property and he never had the human¬ 
ity to call any of them,” Torres-Verdin said. 

The size and design of Black’s venue pose 
a real risk to both the neighbors and the 
environment, according to the traffic and 
drainage experts hired by the Friendship 
Alliance. The plans for Black Ranch also 
include a 2,000-square-foot kitchen, which 
could very well belie a future barbecue res¬ 


taurant. Black also said he plans to start an 
organic farm and a beekeeping operation 
there, and hold farming and cooking work¬ 
shops during the week. Although Black 
made no mention of these alternative uses 
at City Council, there are no laws forbidding 
him from doing whatever he wants once the 
structures on his property are built. 

Bill Foulds was one of the two Dripping 
Springs City Council members who voted for 
the project. He said he did so against his will. 
“I don’t think anyone on the dais thought 
that this was necessarily a good thing, but we 
were left with no choice,” he said. “I would 
have liked to change it to make it comply 
with city ordinances. But since it’s not in the 
city limits, we do not have the right to do 
that.” Were Council to deny Black his permit, 
Black would have grounds to sue the city. 

Foulds said this was the 
main factor in his choice to 
approve the site plan. “It’s 
not fair to the people who 
live inside the Dripping 
Springs city limits and pay 
taxes to foot the bill for a lawsuit out in the 
ETJ,” he said. 

If this is the way Dripping Springs City 
Council makes decisions, then no one in the 
ETJ is safe, says Torres-Verdin. “Sometimes, 
I make this joke that if the PM of North 
Korea wanted to build a weapons factory in 
the ETJ they would be able to do it,” he said. 

While this has caused problems for people 
living in the ETJ, it’s a potential problem for 
people in Austin too. “Almost all of the city of 
Dripping Springs ETJ is either in the Barton 
Springs Zone or else upstream of the city of 
Austin’s drinking water supply,” said Ross. 
She worked with the Save Our Springs 
Alliance to pass strict water quality 
ordinances in the city of Austin that require 
the removal of all pollutants in runoff from 
new developments. Dripping Springs only 
requires 90% removal of specific pollutants 
- and failed to enforce even that, according 
to Ross, in the case of the Black Ranch. As 
one of the fastest-growing areas in one of the 
fastest-growing counties in the country, 
Dripping Springs is being developed awfully 
quick. And as everyone who’s tried to stop a 
wedding venue in Hays County knows, once 
development happens in Dripping Springs, 
there’s no going back. ■

A “side project” isn’t the same as a “sidepiece.” Just because it’s labeled that way doesn’t 
make the music less interesting or viable, especially in Austin where it feels like every cre¬ 
ative has several prominent passion projects on top of a primary gig, whether day job or main¬ 
stay band. 

“I always say, to live in Austin, you have to have five roommates or five jobs, and most of 
us have both at this point,” says Tiffany Harelik, local author/publisher who, alongside Austin- 
bred photographer Letitia Smith, co-founded kickback-style daytime concert series Side Project 
Sundays in 2016. Their core mission: to showcase music that exists more on the scene’s 
periphery. 

Though some acts booked are legitimately secondary projects, many are just as active and 
popular around town as other outfits they share musicians with. Prime example: Midcentury - 
featuring members of Wonderbitch and the Clouds Are Ghosts - who headlined last weekend’s 
edition of SPS, the second of nine consecutive 2018 shows at Kitty Cohen’s, their new home 
after two previous years at Kebabalicious. 

“Snapshot” swooped in to document the afternoon fete, talking with organizers and par¬ 
ticipants throughout to shed light on what it means to play in a “side project” and how the 
series’ premise strengthens ties between local industry players. 



For Side Project Sundays co-founders Tiffany Harelik 
and Letitia Smith, the goal goes beyond providing 
entertainment on Sunday Funday. “This is a networking 
event, it’s a learning event, it’s educational for the 
industry,” says Smith, who photographs each band 
for online profile pieces written by Harelik, who adds, 
“You’ll find in our audience, too, that there are a lot of 
musicians. There are people here not just to support 
their friends... they’re here getting inspired.” 


Side Project Sundays’ inherently casual nature, now 
amplified by the backyard pool party vibes of Kitty 
Cohen’s, is a huge aspect of its draw: “I’m not really 
into big, huge shows and I appreciate early things... 
because I don’t like going out at 9 o’clock at night,” 
says East Austin resident Karen Natalizio, who adopted SPS as her standard springtime Sunday plan more than a 
year ago. “I’ve gotten to know a lot of local bands and artists through going. That’s how I discover local music -1 
come to stuff like this, like the artists on Facebook or Twitter, and then I can see who else they play with.”

Independent Bookstore Day Author Ambassador Celeste Ng 
on why bookstores are the next best thing to Narnia

Everyone I know called their mom after 
watching Lady Bird. I was sitting right next 
to mine when I saw it, so a phone call wasn’t 
necessary - we could just glance over and 
weep in each other’s faces. But when I fin¬ 
ished reading Little Fires Everywhere on a 
lunch break at a new job, speed dial was my 
best friend. Before my tears were dry or the 
book redeposited in my bag, I was calling 
my mom, because Celeste Ng had written a 
book that so generously and precisely cap¬ 
tured profound, imperfect motherhood that 
I needed to tell my mom I loved her and I 
needed her to read this one immediately. 

Celeste Ng inspires this kind of urgent 
love. Of course she does, or she wouldn’t 
have had a debut novel, Everything I Never 
Told You, that spent 46 weeks on the New 
York Times bestseller list and won the 2014 
Amazon Best Book of the Year award, or a 
second novel, the aforementioned Little 
Fires Everywhere, which was featured on 
virtually every 2017 best books list (includ¬ 
ing mine) and is now primed for a Hulu 
adaptation with Reese Witherspoon and 
Kerry Washington at the helm. Little won¬ 


der then, that she’s been named the Author 
Ambassador for this year’s Independent 
Bookstore Day (mark your calendar: Sat¬ 
urday, April 28), and what a delight that she 
took the time to talk to the Chronicle about 
what sections of a bookstore draw her in 
and what makes up her TBR shelf. 

Austin Chronicle: Did you have an inde¬ 
pendent bookstore make a big impact on you 
growing up? 

Celeste Ng: To be quite honest, there 
weren’t many independent bookstores 
when I was growing up, so the bookstores of 
my early childhood were the B. Dalton and 
the Waldenbooks in the Century III Mall in 
Pittsburgh. My parents would take me to 
the store and let me spend hours there - I’d 
just sit on the floor and read, and we’d all 
leave with a stack of books each. So when I 
got older and made friends with my first 
independent bookstore - Harvard Book 
Store in Cambridge, Mass. - it was a revela¬ 
tion. An entire store staffed by people who 


loved books as much as I did, and who 
would recommend books to their custom¬ 
ers? It felt like I had stepped into Narnia. 
AC: How do you approach a new bookstore? 
Are you a magpie for pretty covers, do you 
make a beeline for a specific genre, or what? 
CN: I always look at the front display tables 
and the staff picks, because in my mind, 
booksellers read more than anyone - except 
maybe librarians? - and I love to see what 
they recommend. Often they’re titles I 
might not have heard of but that I’m likely 
to enjoy. So I love me a good shelf talker - 
the more personal, the better! - but I also 
will always pick up a book with a good 
cover, no matter where it is in the store. And 
I almost always end up in the 
kids’ section, too. I buy a lot 
of books for my 7-year-old, 
and you can get a great sense 
of a bookstore’s personality 
based on what the kids’ sec¬ 
tion is like. 

AC: Eve been so struck by the 
compassion that underlies the 
way you write all your char¬ 
acters. Could you speak about 
where this artistic point of 
view comes from? 

CN: For me, it’s really a moral 
question. I firmly believe 
that if we don’t try to be kind 
to each other and to make the 
world better, our existence is 
pretty sad and pointless. So 
my fiction is always rooted in 
an attempt to understand the 
world, and other people, a little better. A big 
part of that, in my view, is accepting that we 
are human and imperfect, but hopefully 
still trying. This is why much of my work is 
concerned with accepting nuance, acknowl¬ 
edging and valuing complexity and differ¬ 
ence, and trying to communicate clearly 
despite it all, even if there’s always going to 
be static in transmission. Fiction has the 
ability to put you inside another person’s 
head and let you think their thoughts, so 
it’s a powerful tool for creating empathy. As 


for where it came from: I’m the child of 
immigrants, and my parents raised me to 
believe that no one gets anywhere without 
help, and that you’re supposed to try to 
improve the world and pass along the help 
you get to the next generation. That’s the 
heart of my worldview, so it ends up suffus¬ 
ing my writing, too. 

AC: What’s your to-read bookshelf look like 
these days? What books should we all be 
picking up on Independent Bookstore Day? 
CN: My to-read shelf isn’t just a shelf, it’s a 
shelf plus seven separate piles of books 
stacked around my office - I just counted 
them. And that doesn’t even include the 
books on my nightstand, the books on the 
floor next to my nightstand 
because my nightstand is 
really small, or the books 
tucked around the house in 
various places! Which is to 
say, there are way more books 
that I long to read than books 
I can read. A lot of the books 
are galleys of titles that aren’t 
yet out, but a few that are out 
or just about to come out: The 
Story of My Teeth, by Valeria 
Luiselli; Bluets, by Maggie 
Nelson; Fire Sermon, by 
Jamie Quatro; The Talented 
Ribkins, by Ladee Hubbard; 
That Kind of Mother, by 
Rumaan Alam; The Great 
Believers, by Rebecca Mak- 
kai; and Number One Chinese 
Restaurant, by Lillian Li. As 
for books you should pick up, no one book 
suits everyone, so how about a few general 
guidelines instead? Challenge yourself to 
pick up a book by a woman or LGBTQ or 
nonbinary person, a book by a person of 
color, and a book in a genre you don’t usu¬ 
ally read - whether that’s poetry, short sto¬ 
ries, memoir, graphic novel, or something 
else entirely. Think of it as trying a new 
food - you don’t have to finish it if you don’t 
like it, but just take a bite. You might just be 
surprised. ■

Werking Girls 

In Broad Ambition, the musical improvisers of Girls Girls 
Girls take it to the Eighties and take over the workplace

Imagine singing in front of a room full of 
people. Now imagine that the song you’re 
singing is one you’re making up on the spot. 
Now imagine that the song you’re singing on 
the spot is part of an entire musical - that 
is also being made up on the spot by 
you and several other people. Hella 
scary, right? Well, not for Shana 
Merlin, Cynthia Oelkers, Amy Averett, 

Kimberly Cox, Caitlin Sweetlamb, 
and Sarah Doering. Together, this 
high-class cast of feminist funnyladies 
(courtesy of Austin improv 
troupe Girls Girls Girls) have 
put together a gem of a 
show with Broad Ambition, 
an entirely improvised musi¬ 
cal rooted in the Eighties 
women-at-the-workplace 
genre a la Nine to Five or Baby Boom. 

The show begins like most improv shows 
- with a little help from the audience. The 
women ask for a type of business (publishing 
was selected) and pick a page blindly from a 
Ms. magazine special issue (composed of all 
letters about being a gal on the job) and then, 
with the help of Dave Ronn on guitar and 
Cortney DeAngelo in the light/sound booth, 
the members of Girls Girls Girls take it away. 

On April 21, this is what they came up with: 
It’s October of 1983, and Ruth Hubbard has 
it all. Except that she doesn’t. The magazine 
she works for is constantly running and pro¬ 
ducing ads in its pages that are not quite the 
beacons for eqality that she (and some other 
women in the secretarial pool) would like. 

Their collective grievances grow into the first 


song of the evening, “Can Anyone Hear Me?” 

With the magazine up for an award, Ruth 
meets with Mr. Warren, her boss, to pitch 
ideas for the big “Women’s Issue”. However, 
Mr. Warren would rather talk than listen. He 
would also rather spend his time around 
Annette, his saucy assistant, whom 
he serenades with “You’ve Got Me 
in, Annette,” the most romantic song 
that a man in power has ever sung to 
his subordinate at work. 

Enter Peter, Ruth’s husband. Deter¬ 
mined to straighten out his 
wife’s work woes, Peter 
brags on her to the boys at 
her office - most notably 
about how she’s lost the 
baby weight. Only during 
Jazzercise do we get a look 
at what’s in Ruth’s heart, as she looks out 
into the rain and sings “Tom,” a musical con¬ 
fession of her unrequited love for the man at 
the office that’s always there to listen to her. 

Meanwhile, division is growing in the secre¬ 
tarial pool between the women at the maga¬ 
zine who want to be judged purely by their 
minds and merit and the women who believe 
in using everything you’ve got to get ahead. 
The situation erupts into the showstopper 
of the night, “Don’t Mess With Us,” a song- 
and-dance fight in the ladies’ room that leads 
to accidental arson. When Mr. Warren busts 
up the bathroom brawl, Annette scapegoats 
Ruth, who is fired on the spot. 

Peter’s ragey rage (a constant problem for 
Ruth) erupts at the news of his wife losing 
her job, and he accuses her of wanting to

leave him. After telling him to get out, she 
tries to comfort her crying daughter with “You 
Don’t Need a Man.” 

Annette is also realizing she doesn’t need 
a man. After she and Dave (a chauvinist 
employee if ever there was one) are confront¬ 
ed by Tom, she has a change of heart, finds 
Ruth and the other secretaries, and they 
hatch a plan to get even with Mr. Warren and 
Dave - laxative in their post-lunch-and-nap 
hot toddies. The ploy is cemented with a 
reprise of “Don’t Mess With Us.” 

Just as Mr. Warren and Dave are about to 
drink up, Peter shows up in the office, hoping 
to set things right - and gets a laced hot toddy 
as well. And then all of the men begin a gastro¬ 
intestinal adventure of epic proportions. Peter 
and Mr. Warren make it out alive, but Dave, 
who was upper-decking from the window ledge, 
falls to his death on the sidewalk below. 

In the midst of all this (literal) shit, Tom 
and Ruth find each other, but their timing just 
isn’t right. She has unlimited love letters for 


him, and he’s brought her his heart (disguised 
as coffee) many, many times. But she has 
a family and must do what’s right. Plus, as 
they are trying to talk it out, everyone keeps 
interrupting them. Tom decides to leave the 
country for somewhere a little more forward- 
thinking, and they part ways. 

The final reprise of “Can Anyone Hear Me?” 
happens as Ruth is called up to speak after 
the magazine wins its award, and then, curtain. 
It was a thoroughly entertaining, energizing, 
and engaging evening that featured some 
truly smart, funny, and cheeky chicks. Along 
the way were Ogilvie perm references; Kelly, 
a high-functioning alcoholic; ironic slow claps; 
backup singing; incredible bouts of stomach 
gurgling; and lots and lots of laughter. 

Whether you’re a fan of improv, Eighties 
ladies, or equal rights, you will absolutely delight 
in this show. Whatever songs, dances, plot, and 
characters Girls Girls Girls dream up in their 
next performance of Broad Ambition, you can be 
sure that these women showed up to work.

Rare is the human who hasn’t 
shaken a fist at fate or at the 
[bleep] who cut him off in traffic. 

Whether lamenting the state of 
one’s love life or daily routine, 
everybody’s got a complaint 
about something. Since the earli¬ 
est days of songwriting, airing 
one’s grievances in melodic form 
has been cathartic, entertaining, 
or a way to make a living. So, 
with complaints as the theme, 
the Texas Early Music Project 
offered a concert of songs rang¬ 
ing from the doleful to the come¬ 
dic, covering centuries of unhap, 
romantic misuse, and a dislike of 
the daily grind. 

TEMP artistic director and 
conductor Daniel Johnson noted 
that many of the selections were 
of pop-song duration, “gems” 
between three and five minutes 
in length that fell into one of two 
sensibilities: heartfelt or silly. 

Indeed, the concert could be fair¬ 
ly neatly divided into either gor¬ 
geous expressions of the soul’s 
anguish or sonic shrugs at the nuisances of 
being a human being in times of pestilence, 
noisy neighbors, unwashed hands, hangovers, 
and bad husbands. Which is to say, all times. 

Among the audience favorites was 
Monteverdi’s “Ohime dov’e il mio ben” (“Alas, 
where is my beloved”), a divine duet of blend¬ 
ed female voices lush and dissonant, criss¬ 
crossing in grief. “The Bonny Earl of Murray” 
evoked an approving hum from the audience 
for this anonymously penned Scottish work, 
featuring a trio of female voices in a lilting, 
tragic lament about the murder of the unlucky 
earl who “was the Queen’s love.” Another fave 
was the longer, more complicated relationship 
revealed in “Usurpator Tiranno,” (“Tyrannous 
Usurper”) by Giovanni Felice Sances, where a 
mid-17th century lover exclaims a constancy 
that borders on the obsessive. 

As noted, all complaints aren’t matters 
of the heart, some are simply litanies of 
irk. Take, for example, “La teste m’y fait 
si grant mal” (“My head aches so badly”), 
a 16th century French quick take on wak¬ 
ing up with a hangover, sung, and acted, by 


an aptly unsteady quartet. Twelfth century 
excerpts of “cranky” troubadour Lo Monge de 
Montaudon’s “Fort m’enoia, s’o auzes dire” 

(“I am annoyed a great deal, if I dare say it”) 
listed all the things that bothered the former 
nobleman. Sung in the original French and 
English, the song mentions maladies such 
as balking horses, babbling servants, broken 
belt buckles, insomnia, and “a good chord 
with a bad viol player.” 

For the finale, a collage of complaints writ¬ 
ten by the chorus, aided by Shakespeare and 
set to music by Pachelbel and Vivaldi. Put this 
one in a time capsule for future drivers on 
MoPac, a multi-lane lament for the ages. 

The music was luscious and lovely when 
concerned with broken hearts, wanton lovers, 
and unobtainable objects of desire. For tunes 
dealing with daily travails and ill-suited spouses, 
the music turned jauntier, complementing lyrics 
piquant and comical. And, as ever, the individual 
and combined voices of the TEMP choir were 
delightful - arrows piercing the heart or well- 
aimed smacks to the forehead, depending on 
the particular misery in melody. - Robi Polgar

“SPENCER FIDLER: VASCULUM”

Before the proliferation of plastic baggies, the vascu- 
lum was the botanist’s vessel of choice. It keeps speci¬ 
mens protected and alive during transportation after 
a day of field work. Spencer Fidler’s show “Vasculum” 
at Flatbed Press achieves a similar purpose in that its 
offerings are the product of a daily “field work,” a prac¬ 
tice of preservation of craft and creativity. The show 
offers a peek into the seasoned artist’s daily practice 
with works ranging from 2002 to 2018. 

In what sounds like an idyllic routine, Fidler gath¬ 
ers daily floral offerings from his Las Cruces proper¬ 
ty, arranges what he’s gathered, and then draws the 
arrangement. The drawings, often a mix of pastels, 
conte, charcoal, ink, and graphite on large sheets 
of paper, are done in an expressive, quick style. 

It’s easy to imagine slight changes as reflective 
of Fidler’s shifting temperament - a more chaotic 
bramble of flowers on one day and a sparse, linear 
arrangement on another. In recent years, he seems 
to have landed on a preferred setup: a bulbous vase 
on a small tri-legged table seen from a dramatic 
bird’s-eye perspective that renders the best part of 
the still life, the blossoms, largest and sprouting up 
at the viewer, a decision that injects some vigor into 
the well-trod subject matter. 

That subject matter, its moody and dramatic rep¬ 
resentation, a persistently neutral background, and 
Fidler’s method of gathering flowers from outside his 
home recall French flower painter Henri Fantin-Latour, 
but Fantin-Latour’s realistic representation is absent. 


While the flora are identifiable, they are often drawn 
with scrawling, gestural strokes. At times, ink trickles 
down the paper. The daily nature of these drawings 
is informal, a conditioning of creative muscles for the 
sake of a daily practice and enjoyment. “Vasculum” 
is pleasant and consistent. It’s not likely to enthrall 
you, but it’s also not going to disappoint. The titles 
are simply the dates of creation, also scrawled franti¬ 
cally on the drawings themselves. 

In this way, the drawings offer a visual almanac 
of the seasons in New Mexico and of Fidler’s mood 
and routine. In November of 2016, Fidler gathered 
some sprightly daisies, stalks of puffball petals, and 
coral sprigs. They are drawn mostly in outline, with 
slight washes of color, and against a background 
delicately marbled with an ink wash. Compare to a 
year later, November 13, 2017, when he jammed 
the same vase full of jewel-toned mums, blushing 
pea flowers, and bright roses and drew them in thick 
crayon strokes of robust color against a dark, drip¬ 
ping ink background. 

From earlier works, 6-13-11, a printer paper-sized 
pen drawing of thick crowded bulbs in a square 
vase, to the most recent, 2-25-18, a sparse arrange¬ 
ment consisting of a single crimson-flowered twig 
erupting from a glass bottle on a five-foot-tall piece 
of paper, the viewer can track shifts in medium, size, 
and technique. This aspect of the show is its most 
interesting: the breadth of time and persistence of 
practice. - Melany Jean

The Flophouze Hotel outside of Round Top doesn’t look like a 
boutique hotel from the highway. The red and blue shipping contain¬ 
ers look like, well, six cargo containers you might see strapped to 
an oceangoing freighter or a railroad car. 

From the other end, the long, narrow metal boxes reveal their 
unique characteristics. Each one has a small deck with Adirondack 
chairs overlooking a lush pasture and the sunset. In the yard of 


each unit is a fire pit surrounded by chairs and a rope hammock. 
This is obviously a place to relax. 

The cabins may be shaped like mobile homes, but the insides 
are more rustic chic than luxury, double-wide fashionable. Each 
one has a living room, kitchenette with coffee maker, refrigerator, 
and microwave, a surprisingly spacious bathroom, and a comfort¬ 
able bedroom. Large windows and reclaimed wood paneling give 
the rooms a bright and airy feel. 

“No two are alike,” says owner Matt White. 

White also owns Recycling the Past, an architectural salvage 
business that shares the 5-acre lot with the hotel. A native of New 
Jersey, he has attended the Round Top antique fairs for 20 years. 
He decided to move part of his business from the Northeast and 
finally had room to try the shipping container hotel concept. 

“I’m a Lincoln Log, Lego kind of guy,” White says. “I’m always 
looking for a way to put things together differently.” 

The Flophouze Hotel is at 1132 FM 1291, about a 15-minute 
drive from downtown Round Top. Depending on the unit, the rooms 
can accommodate from three to six guests and rent for $175 to

The Under-17 Women’s World Cup qualifying 
tournament in Managua, Nicaragua, were halted on 
Sunday due to security concerns after deadly clash¬ 
es as citizens protest changes in Nicaragua’s social 
security systems. That same day, President Daniel 
Ortega said that the social security administration 
had canceled the cuts in benefits and tax increases 
that were announced last week, but tensions remain 
high, and the U.S. Embassy has since withdrawn all 
nonessential personnel from the country. At least 26 
people were killed last weekend, including a reporter who was shot and killed while doing 
a Facebook Live newscast. 

Liverpool and their Egyptian star Mohamed Salah were the big winners in first leg of 
the European Champions League semifinal, with a 5-2 romp over Roma. Real Madrid 
won 2-1 at Bayern Munich in the other semi.

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The Other 25% 

A look at women leaders in the kitchen 
and at Austin Food + Wine Festival

I n the fall of 2017, Amanda Kludt of 
Eater National provided visual evidence 
of the food world’s not-so-secret gender 
disparities with a series of pie charts. At 
best, 25% of chefs at high-profile food and 
wine events are women; about 30% of best 
new chefs/James Beard finalists are women. 
The male-dominated food world has fos¬ 
tered a toxic environment of abuse, but 
over the past year, many powerful men have 
exited their careers (or at least the spotlight, 
for a little while) after sexual misconduct 
accusations and allegations against them 
were finally heard, and acted upon. It’s time 
to stop talking about the handsy chefs who 
prey upon their female underlings. Their 
time has passed. 

The seismic shift in power generated 
by the #MeToo movement has the poten¬ 
tial to bring a new generation of leader¬ 
ship: women who’ve been running their 
own kitchens since the beginning of their 
careers, women who came to the industry 
later in life, and women who’ve been in res¬ 
taurants since before they could draw breath 
independently of their mothers. Many of 
those women are here in Austin, showing 
off their skills at the Austin Food + Wine 
Festival, each with their own unique story 
and background, but each with a keen sense 
of their responsibility to the women around 
them and their protegees. It’s time to start 
talking to and about them because they are 
the future of the restaurant industry. 

Carmen Valera runs Tamale House East, 
the latest iteration of the restaurant started 
by her grandparents, Moses and Carmen 
Vasquez, in 1959. “Before I was even born 
I had strong female role models. For me, 
it was completely normal and natural for 
a woman to run the business. Not just the 
cooking - the cooking, the cleaning, run¬ 
ning the whole business. Even though my 
grandfather found the property, my grand¬ 
mother Carmen ran the business.” 

Preserving her family’s legacy on 
Austin’s Eastside, which has been rap¬ 
idly gentrifying with all of the concomitant 
cultural and economic fallout for its his¬ 
toric residents, is Valera’s first priority. She 
describes her first appearance at Austin 
Food + Wine in 2017: “I took a photo at the 
entrance to the festival and I could see the 
Austin skyline and also the site of the origi¬ 
nal Tamale House [at Congress Avenue and 
Cesar Chavez]. It made me really emotional 
because it made me think of how proud my 
grandmother would be of me. It would be 
so much easier and probably more profit¬ 
able to just rent the restaurant out, but 
there has to be a Tamale House in East 
Austin. I definitely feel that responsibility. 
It’s a really important part of our story and 
who we are.” 


For Maribel Rivero, executive chef at 
Yuyo, El Chile’s Peruvian restaurant on 
Manor Road, it’s not about your gender. It’s 
about dedication to the mission and doing 
your job well. Rivero came to the restaurant 
industry later in her career after working in 
nutrition education at the Sustainable Food 
Center. “I was raised by a single mother; my 
father passed away and my mother didn’t 
remarry. She was a very strong woman 
who mentored me to always be assertive.

But the kitchen is a leveler. You show your 
ability, the devil is in the details, and it gets 
noticed. If you’re really good at your cuts or 
your sauces, it shows. In the end, if you’re 
really into it, and accomplishing the task 
at hand, you won’t be limited in that factor. 
I always try to encourage women to show 
what a badass they are in my kitchen.” 
Rivero and Marilyn Morales, Yuyo’s ceviche 
chef, will be serving Peruvian ceviche at the 
Grand Tasting. 


Stephanie McClenny left a career in nurs¬ 
ing to start a jam company, Confituras, cen¬ 
tered on local Texas produce. Starting from 
scratch has meant that she gets to call the 
shots, enabling her to mentor and support 
other women along the way. “Women are 
still a minority in the food industry so tak¬ 
ing extra care to support other female chefs 
is extremely important to me. I am looking 
forward to a time in history where women 
don’t feel the need to prove themselves as 
worthy as their male counterparts. I see this 
as a great distraction from doing fine work.” 

McClenny recently opened a brick-and- 
mortar, Confituras Little Kitchen, with an 
eye toward giving back to the community 
and giving a leg up to other women in the 
industry. “It was made with philanthropy 
built right into the business model in the 
form of a kitchen incubator for women in 
the food industry,” says McClenny. “I hope 
to use the program to share what I have 
learned and leave something behind in 
support of other women getting started in 
the food industry.” McClenny will serve her 
hyperlocal fare in the Grand Tasting. 

Being a leader in the restaurant kitchen 
has been a process of growing and matur¬ 
ing for Sarah Heard, co-owner and co-chef 
of Foreign & Domestic with her partner, 
Nathan Lemley. In addition to taking over 
an already existing brand, Heard feels a par¬ 
ticular duty in the current cultural moment 
to model professional behavior to the young 
women she mentors in her restaurant. “It’s 
really important to me to guard myself 
because I feel like the young girls are 
watching. I feel like it’s extra important to 
me to watch my mouth and watch how I act 
and watch how my station is,” she explains. 

“But it’s hard because they do see stuff 
happen. We had a guest the other night who 
had a great meal, literally passed me ... in my 
chef’s coat, passed my lead line cook, went 
past the middle station - there were three 
girls on the line - went to our garde manger, 
shook his hand and thanked him for a great 
meal. When they see that, they get puffed up 
and angry, so it’s really important as a role 
model to them to say, ‘Hey, just do your job.’” 

This year’s Austin Food + Wine Festival 
features around 73 chefs and sommeliers. 
Seventeen of them are women - that’s about 
25% of the talent. But, of the festival’s nine 
national headliners, five are women. One, 
Nyesha Arrington, is a woman of color. That’s 
progress. Maybe - if all of us just keep doing 
our jobs - we’ll have even more progress to 
celebrate in the years to come. ■

At Home on the Ranch 


DOWN HOME RANCH BUILDS COMMUNITY WITH THEIR FARM-TO-TABLE GOODS

A long dirt road shaded by tall spruce 
trees leads to Down Home Ranch. There, 
you’ll find large greenhouses, a learning cen¬ 
ter, and a shop selling memorabilia, fresh 
eggs, fruit, jelly, and hydroponic tomatoes 
and lettuce. Mini horses, 35 laying hens, 
and a few longhorns greet guests. It’s a legit 
working Texas ranch, but the primary mission 
is providing a caring home for a community 
of residents with intellectual disabilities. 
“They need more than safety and a roof over 
their heads,” says Jerry Horton, founder of 
Down Home Ranch. “They need support, car¬ 
ing, respect. They need to be valued.” 

Horton and his wife, Judy, began the proj¬ 
ect shortly after their fourth daughter, Kelly, 
was born with Down syndrome. As academ¬ 
ics, they “read every book in the English lan¬ 
guage on it,” and soon realized many people 
believed the prospects for those with such 
disabilities weren’t promising. Not thrilled 
with the limited local options, the couple 
found inspiration from research about “inten¬ 
tional communities” such as Camphill in 
Copake, N.Y. 

Horton, who has since separated from the 
ranch to work on new special needs housing 
projects, says programs like theirs are vital. 
Some epidemiologists believe there are about 
5 million people with intellectual disabilities in 


the U.S., many living with aging parents due to 
the lack of affordable housing and community 
programs like Down Home Ranch. “What is 
going to happen, where are they going to live?” 
Horton asks. “It is a profound social, public 
policy issue. There is insufficient housing and 
insufficient public support - meaning money - 
for people with intellectual disabilities.” 

The Hortons’ burgeoning business became 
incorporated in 1989 and they moved into a 
used, two-bedroom mobile home on a newly

acquired 215 acres of land in 1991. It was 
isolating at first - just the family, a donkey, 
and thousands of fire ants. But by 1995 their 
first program - Ranch Camp - was underway, 
with 13 campers utilizing tents and cots bor¬ 
rowed from a supportive nearby Texas 
National Guard air base. For years, it was an 
opportunity for ranchers to explore and share 
in the community and allowed parents to go 
on vacations knowing their children were in 
good hands. Ranch Camp was discontinued 
in 2014, but the community they had longed 
for was finally coming to fruition. 


In 1997, donated greenhouses allowed 
Down Home Ranch to begin growing and 
selling plants. Brian Loer, DHR Lead Grower, 
says they started with poinsettias, beginning 
with 2,000-3,000 plants, and at the height 
of their sales, up to 15,000 plants. Some 
greenhouses were repurposed to cultivate 
more crops, including blackberries and 
pecans, to sell at the gift shop, local restau¬ 
rants, and farmers’ markets. Their new resi¬ 
dency programs - where community mem¬ 
bers are encouraged to apply for green¬ 
house jobs to hone horticulture skills - pro¬ 
vide meaningful work for the ranchers, “not 
just busy work. We want them to do some¬ 
thing that matters,” says Loer. Currently 
there are 36 residential ranchers and seven 
more attending day programming only, for a 
total of 43. They distribute 200 to 300 
pounds of tomatoes, 30 to 50 heads of let¬ 
tuce per week, and around 700 jars of jelly 
per year to customers in Elgin, Taylor, 
Bastrop, and sometimes Austin. 

The Down Home Ranch menagerie 
includes mini-horses, laying hens, donkeys, 
longhorns, and beef cattle. Similar to the 
greenhouse division, Russell says she has 
hired a crew of four ranchers to feed, clean, 
and care for the animals. “We kind of learn 
together sometimes,” says Naomi Russell,

DHR animal care specialist. “I don’t know 
a lot about cattle, but I do have one of my 
ranchers that knows quite a bit because 
he was raised on a cattle ranch and his mom 
raises cattle, so he has taught me quite a bit.” 

All of the money made from production is 
used to support the ranch and the programs 
available for the ranchers, allowing them to 
show donors they “are not just sitting here 
begging,” but instead “are doing something to 
earn it,” says Loer. The ranch also helps facili¬ 
tate access to special opportunities. “Most 
of our ranchers participate in multiple sports,” 
Loer says. “[Bowling] is one of their biggest 
Special Olympics sports and not only do they 
get to go to competition, but for the month or 
two before the competition we can send them 
down [into town] once a week to practice.” 


John K., a rancher who joined Down 
Home Ranch seven months ago, had been 
living in the city most of his life. He says, 

“I don’t know much about the country life 
except that I love living in the country. I am 
trying now to learn what I can.” John imme¬ 
diately liked living at Down Home Ranch, 
and working in the greenhouse (currently 
in maintenance), and though he says he 
still can’t tell his plants apart, he has 
learned a lot about their care. “I enjoy the 
ranchers here, the staff, and all of this life 
and nature here on the ranch that you 
don’t see in the city,” John says. “You 
don’t see deer much in the city, and if you 
are sitting on the porch you don’t hear coy¬ 
otes out in the distance. It is like music to 
your ears.” ■

HILL COUNTRY FILM FESTIVAL BRINGS MOVIE MAGIC 


TO SMALL-TOWN TEXAS by Mae Hamilton 

Name the great destination film festivals. Cannes. Berlin. 
Fredericksburg? 

Though higher-wattage festivals like SXSW or the Austin 
Film Festival may hog the spotlight in Texas, the Hill Country 
Film Festival hopes to share some of the comforts and cozi¬ 
ness that can only be had in small-town Texas. With every¬ 
thing from high-energy sci-fi to documentaries about the reali¬ 
ty of immigration, the HCFF has a little bit of something for 
every weekend traveler. 

Nine years ago, brother-sister duo Chad Mathews and Amy 
Miskovsky founded HCFF because they wanted to share their 
love of the visual arts with the community they loved. “When 
we were kids, we would spend our summers in 
Fredericksburg,” Miskovsky said. “It was essentially our home 
away from home. We wanted to 
showcase and share independent 
film in a community that didn’t 
have access to that.” 

At the time, Mathews was living 
in L.A., working on his own films. 

After attending festivals across the United States in unfamil¬ 
iar places like the Beaufort International Film Festival in 
South Carolina, and Sundance when it was still in tiny Ogden, 
Utah, he was inspired to make Fredericksburg a destination 
festival as well. “What I really liked about festivals as an out¬ 
sider is that you get to explore a new region or place that you 
would have never gone to otherwise,” Mathews said. “I 
thought, ‘Well, I know enough filmmakers, we could have a 
film festival. We could take a chance.’” 

Though they began small, the HCFF team sees its size as 
something that distinguishes it. “It’s an intimate fest,” 
Miskovsky said. “You’ll get to know filmmakers, you’ll get to 
know other attendees, and you’ll get to know the team.” 


When it comes to deciding what should show at the festi¬ 
val, Mathews, who handles programming, takes a rather mel¬ 
low approach to booking, with only one criterion: “We want 
our programmers to [say], ‘I recommend that you go see this 
film, I think it’s worth checking out.’ These filmmakers have a 
story to tell, and they’re doing it very creatively.” 

This year, the festival will screen 14 features, 10 blocks of 
shorts, as well as host filmmaker Q&As and panel discussions, 
plus a special family-friendly screening of The Goonies. Although 
they show films by directors from all over the world, Miskovsky 
and Mathews are always on the lookout for films with a Texan 
connection. The roster of Texas films this year includes the sci- 
fi adventure Time Trap and a reimagining of Shakespeare’s 
Love's Labour's Lost, set in a preparatory high school. SXSW 

titles with a local link like sex come¬ 
dy The Unicorn and award-winning 
documentary Daughters of the 
Sexual Revolution: The Untold Story 
of the Dallas Cowboys Cheerleaders 
return to the region. The latter was 
even partially filmed in Fredericksburg since the late Suzanne 
Mitchell, the spirit behind the cheerleaders, retired in the town. 
“We love when a film incorporates the Hill Country, or some¬ 
thing specific about Fredericksburg,” Miskovsky said. “Those 
are the things that we try to get behind.” 

Though beautifully crafted and full of heart, not all films 
make it to distribution. However, Mathews said the purpose 
of festivals like HCFF goes beyond just being a place to show 
movies. “We’re able to serve a filmmaker and their product 
and get it out to an audience. If it gives them encouragement 
to keep doing what they’re doing, then it’s worth it.” ■ 



HYDE PARK’S HISTORIC HOMES have made it one of Austin’s 

most regular shooting locations for filmmakers, and intergenerational indie 
drama One Hand Clapping is the latest to take advantage of its leafy 
streets, shooting for almost a week this month on Avenue H. The passion 
project of writer/director Jerry Alden Deal, the script had been in develop¬ 
ment on three occasions as a studio project since he wrote the original 
draft in the Nineties. Rather than stay in development hell, he said, “I just 
decided, I’m going to do this totally indie, come back to Austin.” 

Based in L.A., Deal learned filmmaking in the Seventies at the now- 
defunct Austin Community Movie Company. That was when he first heard 
Austin called the Third Coast, a production alternative to Hollywood and 
New York - a promise he now sees being fulfilled. “I’ve been really pleased 
by the quality of the crew and the cast.” 


GORE NEWS IS GOOD NEWS: Ratings are in for the season 4 
premiere for Austin’s latest TV show, AMC’s Fear the Walking Dead, and 
it’s great news for the dozens of local professionals working on the show. 
The zombie apocalypse show pulled in 4.09 million viewers and a 1.6 rat¬ 
ing among viewers 18-49. That’s the best figures since midway through 
season 2, and nearly double the second half of season 3. AMC moved pro¬ 
duction to Austin after shooting seasons 2 and 3 in Baja California, Mexico, 
due to their great experience working with Texas crews on The Son. 


AUSTIN GOES TO DALLAS: Two films out of Austin are taking a 
road trip to the Dallas International Film Festival for their world pre¬ 
mieres. Period oil patch drama The Iron Orchard, which shot in Austin last 
August, will screen on May 5 and 7. Make it a double bill, since Also 
Starring Austin, directed by political consultant/film producer Mike 
Blizzard, screens the same day. Blizzard promises that there will a home¬ 
town screening of his documentary about how Austin’s cinematic repre¬ 
sentation reflects the changing city. 


BLACK FILM FEST RETURNS: Last year, the Capital City Black Film 
Festival was canceled at the very last moment, due to issues with key spon¬ 
sors. Now it’s back, with confirmed dates of Aug. 30-Sept. 2. CCBFF director 
Winston G. Williams credited the community around the festival for encour¬ 
aging him to keep going. “I thought we were over and done with, and every¬ 
one said no, no, no, no.” Watch out for more details at www.capcitybff.com. 


BLAZE OF GLORY: Sundance Selects has acquired SXSW smash 
Blaze, the critically lauded biopic of the late musician Blaze Foley, direct¬ 
ed by Austin native Ethan Hawke. Sundance previously released two of 
Hawke’s films as a director, Seymour: An Introduction and Chelsea Walls. 


SPEAKING OF SXSW ACQUISITIONS, the list of 2018 titles get¬ 
ting distribution is growing. Greenwich Entertainment picked up U.S. 
rights to special jury prizewinner Garry Winogrand: All Things Are 
Photographable, with plans for a 2018 theatrical release and a broadcast 
premiere on PBS’s American Masters ; horror experts IFC Midnight 
swooped up Midnighter favorite What Keeps You Alive) and National 
Geographic bagged audience award winner Science Fair. Magnolia already 
acquired a double bill of films by Austin directors: Andrew Bujalski’s 
breastaurant comedy Support the Girls, and the Zellner Bros.’ Damsel. 


CONGRATS TO THE TEAM behind Tower, the SXSW award-winning 
documentary about the 1966 University of Texas mass shooting: It’s one of the 
20 titles nominated for a Peabody Award for best documentary. The winner 
will be announced at the 77th Annual Peabody Awards ceremony on May 19. 


QUICK NOTES: Richard Linklater’s 2018 sleeper success Last Flag 
Flying arrives on Amazon Prime on May 4... Steven DeGennaro, director 
of fan favorite meta-horror Found Footage 3D (currently streaming on 
Shudder), will shoot his follow-up this summer... Online content leviathans 
Rooster Teeth have funded a $50,000 bursary for UT-Austin’s Texas 
Student Television station, where many of the founders got their start... 
Rooster Teeth’s plan for global domination continues with the addition of a 
London sales office.

To Infinity and Beyond 

Marvel's superhero ensemble burns in the epic Avengers: Infinity War

When we last visited the Marvel Cinematic 
Universe, the outlook was bleak. The 
Avengers had disassembled, with Iron Man 
(Downey Jr.) left with the twisted fragments 
as Captain America (Evans) and the Black 
Widow (Johannson) took to a secret, nomadic 
life. Yet the fragmenting goes deeper: Vision 
(Bettany) and Wanda Maximoff (Olsen) are off 
the grid, and Thor (Hemsworth) had taken off 
to Asgard, which is now rubble and a distant 
memory in the wake of Ragnarok. The Hulk 
(Ruffalo) has disappeared, Doctor Strange 
(Cumberbatch) works under his cloak of 
magic, Black Panther (Boseman) is busy with 
Wakanda, and the Guardians of the Galaxy 
are off practicing their vaguely mercenary do- 
gooding in the depths of the cosmos. 

Let’s stop right there. That pretty much 
everyone reading this will know exactly what 
all of that means is an almost unprecedented 
achievement in pop culture history. Nineteen 
interlocking films over a decade, making super¬ 
heroes cool and ubiquitous again. An achieve¬ 
ment that big needs a big payoff. Which 
means a big villain. Which means Thanos. 

In the original Marvel Comics upon which 
Infinity War draws, Thanos was the mad Titan, 
a deranged genocidal maniac who fell in 
love with Death incarnate, and offered her 
the lives of half the beings in the universe 
as a sign of his devotion. To achieve that, 
he wielded the Infinity Gauntlet, and the six 
infinity stones (Marvel’s grand MacGuffin) to 
simply wish them away. 

Well, Death as a maiden would be a little 
too much of a stretch for even Marvel’s cine¬ 
matic outings, so Avengers: Infinity War takes a 
different tack. So many of its films to date have 
been heroic origin stories, of gaining power and 


the wisdom to use it well. That’s what Thanos 
thinks he’s doing. His galaxy-spanning cruelty 
to date has been a means to an end, and the 
end, if you’d just let him explain, is for the good 
of all. But then, that’s what the most terrifying 
maniacs always tell themselves. He’s been 
looking for the stones (most of which have 
been spotted in earlier MCU films) and accom¬ 
panied by his malevolent Black Order he’s on a 
final, devastating warpath to collect them, and 
only the Avengers (and affiliated heroes) can 
possibly stop him, on Earth and far beyond. 

This isn’t just the culmination of a decade 
of big storytelling. It’s the logical conclusion 
to casting charismatic and skilled actors at 
every step. There has not been a fiery-hot 
galaxy of stars assembled onscreen like 
this since the great wartime ensembles 
of the Sixties and Seventies, the A Bridge 
Too Fars and The Longest Days and The 
Great Escapes. Like their creators, MCU 
producer/allfather Kevin Feige recognized 
that, rather than being overburdened with 
headliners, he cast the parts so that when 
Doctor Strange finally meets Iron Man, it’s 
Oscar nominees Cumberbatch and Downey 
Jr. sharing the screen. Even if their scenes 
only last moments, it’s electric: Whether it’s 
Gurira in full war mode as T’Challa’s doom¬ 
speaking counsel Okoye, or Bautista, back 
under Drax’s full body tattoos, eating snacks 
invisibly, everyone has their moment, and it 
all ties together. Every character gets some¬ 
thing to do, and everything they do adds to 
the whole, which is what a great ensemble 
should achieve. Moreover, the script by 
longtime MCU writers Christopher Markus 
and Stephen McFeely breaks up established 
partnerships and puts new ones in place that 


aren’t just there for mix-and-match pleasure. 
For anyone that thought Strange was just a 
stage magician Tony Stark, again, just wait 
for the pairing. Or Thor and Rocket (Cooper, 
stealing every scene as always). Moreover, it 
rebalances the characters back to where they 
need to be for an ensemble: Steve Rogers is 
the stern moral compass, Peter Quill (Pratt) 
the goofy rogue, T’Challa the king who must 
make tough choices, and Thor, too often the 
comedy fish out of water, a god once again. 

But most importantly, this is Thanos’ film, 
and under the makeup and CG, this is Brolin 
(previously glimpsed only in moments of men¬ 
ace and manipulation) striding through like a 
brilliant, broken force of nature. He conveys 
in flickers of emotion that his deviant mind 
is convinced he is the true hero, and that 
sundered worlds are just an inevitable cost 
of doing the right thing. 

And those worlds are sundered. The 
Marvel films have been accused of being 
repetitive in their structure; Infinity War bursts 
any conventions wide apart. This is a vast, 
truly epic endeavor, one that both brings the 
current MCU to a near-climax (wait for the 
so-far-untitled follow-up, due May 2019, for 
the ultimate resolution), and sets the future 
in motion. There is darkness, and the Russos 
give as much terror and menace to a charac¬ 
ter being stabbed as to them having a moon 
literally thrown at them. There is whip-smart 
warfront humor to lighten the mood but, most 
importantly, in bleak times on and off the 
screen, they give us something vital: hope.

© GRACE JONES: 
BLOODLIGHT AND BAMI

Documentary films about musicians can be 
hit-or-miss affairs, either too VHl’s Behind the 
Music or, when the star(s) align, masterpieces 
like D.A. Pennebaker’s Bob Dylan: Don't Look 
Back and Bradley Beesley’s Flaming Lips 
mindblower The Fearless Freaks. Happily, 
Fiennes’ intimate, eclectic, and downright 
ecstatic portrait of the chameleonic singer, 
actress, and revolutionary style icon is a near 
perfect document of Jones’ boundless creativ¬ 
ity, live-wire presence both on and off stage 
or screen, and utterly unique artistic noncon¬ 
formity. While her musical notoriety and the 
Studio 54 era that dominated much of her 
late Seventies and Eighties career have argu¬ 
ably faded, her fiery determination and pan¬ 
therlike fierceness are altogether undimmed. 
True, if you ask an average millennial what 
they think of Grace Jones you’ll likely receive 
a shrug or a puzzled look in response, but her 
early avant-garde disco discography - “Warm 
Leatherette,” that sultry cover of Iggy Pop 
and David Bowie’s “Nightclubbing,” and her 
longtime association with Kingston produc¬ 
tion extraordinaires Sly and Robbie - is the 
stuff of legend for those who where there and 
remember, as well as explosive creative fuel 
for upcoming artists of all stripes. 

Like a glittering fly on the wall, Bloodlight 
and Bami chronicles not only Jones’ personal 
history, and monumental battles with the now 
mostly defunct corporate music industry, but 
also the recording of her 2008 comeback 
album Hurricane after a 19-year “retirement” 
(during which she remained just as busy and 
outrageous as ever). Fiennes’ film, shot over 
the course of 12 years and edited to the 
thrumming beat of its subject’s relentlessly 
life-affirming, gender-obliterating joie de vivre, 
is a marvel of strung-together moments of 
Grace under pressure, but also relaxing with 
her extended Jamaican family over a meal 
of the traditional casaba dish “bami” and 
snapshots of her seriously unbanal daily life. 
Arising phoenixlike from a childhood filled 
with abuse and extreme Christian stricture 
to become a top model and fearless heroine

Bronc rider Brady Blackburn (Brady 
Jandreau) has a steel plate in his head 
where his skull was crushed after being 
thrown from his horse during a rodeo show. 
Despite spending three days in a coma and 
experiencing lingering physical trauma, Brady 
yearns to ride again even though his doctors 
warn that he will likely die from any further 
head injuries. A cowboy and a gifted horse 
trainer, Brady has grown up in South Dakota 
on the Pine Ridge Indian Reservation and 
knows no other life. It’s the life his father has 
led, and the preoccupation of all his friends. 

If Brady is unable to ride horses again, the 
young man will lose his identity. Cowboying is 
not a job but a way of life. If he’s not a cow¬ 
boy anymore, is he still even a man? While 
recovering from his skull injury, these are the 
kinds of questions Brady contemplates. 

Filmed with non-actors in Pine Ridge, The 
Rider is a stunning piece of fiction played 
close to the bone. Brady Blackburn, his father 
Wayne, and autistic sister Lilly are played by 
members of the the Jandreau family, re-creat¬ 
ing aspects of their real-life experiences. Lane 
Scott, a champion bronc rider and dear friend 
of Brady’s, is cast as himself, a celebrated 
rodeo rider who is now permanently disabled 
from a horse toss and spending his remaining 
years in a rehabilitation facility where he com¬ 
municates via sign language and is unable to 
ambulate on his own. Job opportunities are 
scarce in this part of the country, and when 
Brady takes a temporary job in a little shop¬ 
ping mart in town, it appears as if his store 
clerk’s uniform stifles his body, and his pric¬ 
ing gun is an unloved plastic toy. It’s clear to 
Brady that he was not meant to work indoors. 
Unable to find new purpose, Brady notes that 
“if any animal around here got hurt like I did, 
they’d have to be put down.” 

The vast sky and plains of South Dakota 
are beautifully captured by cinematographer 
Joshua James Richard. Prize-winning writer/ 
director Zhao lyrically frames the characters 
within the shots, making them seem part 
of the landscape. Everything and everyone 
are natural parts of the images, whether 
it’s guys horsing around at a campfire, a 
father stressed by his conflicting desires to 


have his son survive but also “cowboy up,” 
a hobbled horse that has to be shot dead, 
or a family member on the autism spectrum 
who is not “explained” or treated as either 
a peripheral or central family member. She’s 
just Lilly; she is who she is. A sequence that 
captures Brady driving home after visiting 
Lane, focuses on the young man’s face, wait¬ 
ing for his tears or emotion to break through. 
We wait, and gradually see a lump form in 
his throat, a true physical precursor to the 
emotions that Brady long ago learned to sup¬ 
press. The Rider solves none of the dilem¬ 
mas it so poetically articulates. Clearly, cow¬ 
boys and masculinity ain’t what they used to 
be. Yet Brady is unable to imagine any other 
kind of life for himself. You can almost hear 
the faint sound of another character from 
another movie plaintively whispering, “They 
shoot horses, don’t they?”

It says a lot that this sequel to the 
Broken Lizard original took 17 years to hit 
the screen, thanks in no small amount to an 
Indiegogo crowdfunding campaign. I mean, 
apart from the cultish fans of the comedy 
troupe’s earnestly juvenile and dead gag- 
heavy schtick, who was expecting, much 
less paying for even more wacky hijinks from 
Vermont’s boys in khaki? Granted, if you 
count yourself among their core fan base, 
you’ll get to enjoy more of the same, but also 
less, with everybody looking, well, older. 

Comedy is a notoriously fickle genre. While 
I love the Marx Brothers, maybe you don’t, 
or maybe you just have Dada issues with 
Thirties-era black-and-white surrealism. No 
crime there; to each his/her own guffaws. 

The only offense here is that Super Troopers 2 
- or is that a French Canadian deux given the 
meandering Canada vs. USA storyline, eh? - 
elicits more yawns than laughs. Even though 
the Broken Lizard writing team hurls roughly a

thousand gags at the screen, precious few of 
them rise above the level of the original, and 
that bar was already set feloniously low. 

And yet ... you have to applaud the gang’s 
perseverance in the face of the sound of 
crickets chirruping in the Vermont woods 
when they pitched the film to various studios 
over the years. That’s also a key aspect 
to why I barely managed a chortle: Super 
Troopers 2 is a movie out of time and out 
of sync with comedy in 2018. It might have 
managed the success of its precursor, if only 
it had been released in 2002. 

If you recall, these Vermont State Troopers 
were blackballed at the end of the last film, 
and this sequel picks up the story not long 
after. Due to a Canada/USA border glitch, 
the Great White North ends up losing a small 
parcel of land to Vermont, which semi-natu- 
rally leads to the troopers getting back into 
the ineptly-fighting-crime game via Governor 
Jessman (former Wonder Woman Carter). 
There’s some attempts at a rationale for all 
of this - international drug smuggling! - but 
when viewing Broken Lizard films it’s gener¬ 
ally considered a major faux pas to delve 
too deep into the technicalities of the story. 
This movie was released on 4/20 so, y’know, 
don’t let me harsh your mellow, dude. Some 
jokes do land on target, particularly a bit 
involving Troopers Mac and Thorny (Lemme 
and director/writer/star Chandrasekhar) 
speaking outlandish and increasingly filthy 
faux-Quebecois to a pair of Yank tourists 
they’ve pulled over. It’d be even better had 
the joke not been lifted straight out of Monty 
Python and the Holy Grail’s “French taunting” 
sequence (we miss you, John Cleese.) 

There’s an obvious setup pitting a trio of 
Canadian Mounties against their American

The film begins slowly and inauspiciously, 
as if lying in wait. Brea (Patton), a frustrated 
journalist working for a Sacramento news¬ 
paper, and her boyfriend John (Epps) decide 
to spend a romantic weekend together at 
a secluded Sierra Nevada hideaway with 
(natch) no cell service, where he plans to 
surprise her with an engagement ring. On 
the way there, Brea has a cryptic conversa¬ 
tion with a druggy, unkempt young woman 
with perfectly bleached teeth in the ladies’ 
room of a roadside gas station, while John 
chivalrously punches a motorcycle thug 
who makes a nasty comment about Brea’s 
curves outside at the pump. With this setup 
established, Traffik eventually devolves into 
grindhouse, incorporating some swimming 
pool hanky-panky, a home invasion scenario, 
a life-threatening pursuit in a darkened 
woods (to quote Thelma Ritter: “Everything 
but the bloodhounds snappin’ at her rear 
end”), and finally a sleazy woman-in-chains 
mise en scene straight from a Roger Corman 
drive-in flick, all followed by a solemn coda 
about the international human trafficking 
epidemic, as if that could rehabilitate the 
movie’s salacious tone. It’s enough to make 
you gag, assuming you’re not already holding 
your nose. 

In the dull first half, Patton (who has a 
Pam Grier vibe going on) vainly tries to make 
things interesting, but it’s not until this movie 
shifts into Perils of Paula mode that she finds 
her groove, even if the context is thematically 
creepy and wrongheaded. Once Brea’s fight- 
or-flight instinct kicks in, Patton infuses the 
character with a strength that seems human¬ 
ly possible. If this movie demonstrates any¬ 
thing, it’s that this capable actress deserves 
better than just being known as the ex-Mrs. 
Robin Thicke. While most of the villains here 
either sport nose pimples or British accents, 
a stern Pyle is all pursed red lips in the role 
of a law enforcement officer who (spoiler 
alert!) smells bad from the get-go. When she 
starts snarling orders and insults once her 
true identity is revealed, the ridiculous Traffik 
sniffs at the edge of camp, if only for a pre¬ 
cious moment.

Not Just the Border 

CINE LAS AMERICAS EXPLORES THE GLOBAL FACES 
OF LATINO AND INDIGENOUS CINEMA 


There’s a misconception about Cine Las 
Americas. Festival director Jean Anne Lauer 

said, “I get asked the question quite routinely, 
‘Are all your films in Spanish?’ and I always 
say, no. We have Spanish and Portuguese, 
never mind that we’re standing where Latinos 
speak English, and we also have all the indig¬ 
enous languages of the Americas.” 

While American politics seem to have 
reduced U.S. interaction with the Latino 
world to one thin sliver along the border - 
while almost completely 
ignoring First Nation and 
indigenous voices - Lauer 
describes Cine Las 
Americas as programming 
films from the entirety of 
the Americas, from 
Canada to Peru, and 
across the entire diaspo¬ 
ra. That also means a 
healthy hometown contingent, as this year’s 
Hecho en Tejas selection comes exclusively 
from Austin-connected filmmakers. That 
came about completely by accident, said 
Lauer. “It was either people who live here in 
Austin, or lived here while they were making 
their film, or UT alums.” 

Add one UT lecturer to that list: Anne 
Lewis, director of Anne Braden: Southern 
Patriot, unites with powerhouse local cinema¬ 
tographer Lee Daniel for A Strike and an 


Uprising (in Texas), a documentary drawing 
parallels between three seminal moments in 
popular political organization in Texas: the 
1938 San Antonio pecan shellers’ strike, the 
1987 workers’ strike in Nacogdoches, and 
the removal of the Jefferson Davis statue 
from the UT campus in 2015. 

The schedule includes some of the most 
critically lauded films from the global scene, 
including Estui 1993 (Summer 1993) and 
Pariente (Guilty Men), the official foreign lan¬ 
guage Oscar nominees 
for Spain and Colombia, 
respectively. There are 
more esoteric titles, but 
Lauer said the tone for 
the festival is very much 
set by the opening night 
selection, the bittersweet 
road trip El Ultimo Traje 
(The Last Suit). The latest 
feature by Goya winner Pablo Solarz recently 
scored the audience award for best feature 
film at the Miami Film Festival, and follows 
a Jewish Holocaust survivor (Miguel Angel 
Sola) revisiting his homeland. Lauer said, 
“It’s about his relationship with the Holocaust, 
and going back to thank the person that 
helped him get out of Europe and to Argentina.” 

How we evade and face death is a recur¬ 
rent theme this year, with Summer 1993 
exploring how children process grief, and Las

Versos del Olvido (Oblivion Verses), a magical 
realist fable about a morgue caretaker giving 
final rest to a political protestor denied 
peace in life. No film may better represent 
the global remit of Cine Las Americas: a 
French/German/Dutch/Chilean co-production, 
writer/director Alireza Khatami originally con¬ 
ceived of the film to be set in his native Iran. 

It’s not just the lineup that is geographical¬ 
ly dispersed, but also the venues, giving 
broader opportunities for the entire Austin 
population to get a glimpse of the world of 
pan-American cinema. Aside from the core 
venues (AFS Cinema, MASS Gallery, 
and the Emma S. Barrientos Mexican 
American Cultural Center), Nomad Bar 
will screen a selection of music videos on 
Saturday, May 5, while on Sunday, May 6, 
Mexic-Arte will host the Femme Frontera 
Filmmaker Showcase featuring seven shorts 
by women filmmakers, selected specifically 


because they challenge staid cultural norms 
and misconceptions about race, gender, and 
sexuality. The festival will also expand hori¬ 
zons virtually with a special presentation in 
collaboration with nonprofit Latinitas with 
Latinx Culture in East Austin, a VR documen¬ 
tary exploring the institutions and residents 
of the Eastside. While the festival will always 
remain a film festival, Lauer saw this as a 
vital expansion of representation into wider 
AV creativity across the Latino world. She 
said, “People who make movies don’t just 
make movies.” 

There’s one final way that the festival is 
opening up cinema: While badges and indi¬ 
vidual tickets are available for other venues, 
all screenings at the MACC are free and 
open to the public. Plus, Lauer said, “there’s 
free parking at the MACC. If you can get there 
physically, you have no excuse not to try out 
a film. Or a bunch.” - Richard Whittaker

Levitation Returns 


ELECTRIC WIZARD 

Fri. 27, Stubb’s, 9:30pm 

Tank-grade doom colored by brown acid 
psychedelia, Electric Wizard still riffs, roars, 
and rumbles through the metal under¬ 
ground after a quarter-century. Recorded in 
guitarists Jus Oborn and Liz Buckingham’s 
home studio in the UK quartet’s native West 
Country, last November’s ninth LP Wizard 
Bloody Wizard boasts a new clarity for the 
normally hazy marauders. 

“[2014 LP] Time to Die has a very muddy 
production and we weren’t happy with the 
sound of it, which is one of the reasons we 
decided to do it ourselves this time,” 
explains Oborn. “The directness is probably 
down to our decision to make it fit onto a 
single piece of vinyl - 20, 22 minutes per 
side. We felt it a challenge to try and tighten 
up our sound a bit.” 

Buckingham agrees, extolling the benefits 
of home recording: “We had time to experi¬ 


ment, the atmosphere was more conducive 
to creating, and it generally just felt right.” 

Did the DIY approach make it more ... 
fun? 

“‘Fun’ isn’t a word I’d associate with 
Electric Wizard,” Oborn notes wryly, “but 
it’s definitely more satisfying.” 

Perhaps “fun” should also not connect to 
an album that begins and ends with a vehe¬ 
ment “See you in hell!” 

“We thought it made sense to make the 
theme cyclical,” says Oborn. “It hints that 
maybe this is the end. Or are we doomed to 
just repeat our mistakes forever?” 

Dark sentiments such as these come 
wrapped in a signature heavy that’s more 
melodic - even sensual - than usual. 

“Metal these days has lost its sexiness,” 
asserts Oborn with a chuckle. “I always con¬ 
sidered us a really, really heavy rock band, 
and rock was meant to be more sensual. In 
the Fifties, ‘rock & roll’ was a euphemism 
for fucking.” - Michael Toland 




SLOWDIVE Sat. 28, Stubb’s, 10:15pm 

In the Nineties, British shoegazers Slowdive enjoyed a roller-coaster ride of success, but 
a critical backlash ended the band following their 1995 album Pygmalion. After a genera¬ 
tion of dream-pop bands reintroduced them to younger audiences, the group reunited, 
played one of Levitation 2016’s salvaged shows after the festival was canceled due to 
weather, and released their fourth studio LP last May. - Dan Gentile 


Austin Chronicle: Do you still identify 
with the music you were making when you 
were 21? 

Christian Savill (guitarist): We still play 
some of those songs. We’ve all messed up 
our lives, but we’re all the 
same characters, just 
older, uglier, and with a 
million divorces and 
heartbreaks. 

AC: Does that heartbreak 
come out in your new 
music? 

CS: Of course. We’re quite 
melancholy people. We 
don’t mean to be, but we 
attract it. Sorrow follows 
us, finds us. 

AC: What about the new¬ 
est album are you most 
proud of? 

CS: That we actually did it together and it 
was fun. Those were really happy times. It 
reminded me of why we did the band in the 


first place. It felt totally natural. If it doesn’t 
come natural, you shouldn’t be doing it. 

AC: How do you feel about the term “shoe- 
gaze”? 

CS: We really don’t care. It had a negative 
connotation a long time 
ago, but that’s so far in 
the past. It’s become a 
positive genre. It’s a little 
community we’re happy 
to be a part of. 

AC: Why do you think 
your music appeals to a 
younger fan base? 

CS: When I was a kid, I 
got into the Jesus & Mary 
Chain before I got into 
the Stooges and Velvet 
Underground. Then I’d 
read interviews and 
bands would say they love 
the Stooges, so I checked them out. They’re 
all these chapters in a book you don’t neces¬ 
sarily read in the right order. 


Visions of 
the future? 

After a two-year layoff, Levitation 
returns as a blueprint for future 
festivals given the rising, upfront 
costs of modern musical conver¬ 
gences. Its model as a club-ori¬ 
ented set of separately-ticketed 
shows debuts this weekend, but 
may soon be as common locally 
as psychedelic rock.

Twenty-nine minutes into a half-hour interview, 50-year-old D.C. 
native Ian Svenonius - playing Levitation with both reunited “gospel 
yeh-yeh” outfit the Make-Up and his one-man lo-fi techno project 
Escape-ism - announces this. A quick internet 
search turns up Napster founder/early Eacebook 
investor Sean Parker admitting the social net¬ 
work was programmed to “consume as much of 
your time and conscious attention as possible.” 

So, Svenonius isn’t simply being provocative. 

He’s onto something! Of course, that’s been the case 
since forming seminal MC5-esque rockers Nation of Ulysses in 1988. 

Jon Spencer Blues Explosion, White Stripes, Hives, (International) 
Noise Conspiracy - you name them: Any garage-niks with a stylish 
image, a great mix of radical ideas/intellectualism/humor/sex 
appeal/showmanship, and a semihumorous manifesto likely owns 
Ulysses’ 13-Point Program to Destroy America. Svenonius, a pub¬ 


lished author and internet talk show host, relishes the paradox of 
raw sound and refined thinking. 

“Like Devo marrying rock & roll with science fiction with The 
Island of Dr. Moreau,” he posits. “They’re not retreading rock & 
roll. They’re bringing genetic engineering into the equation. That’s 
why they resonate.” 

Only Svenonius’ “anti-freedom” rockers 
Chain & the Gang are absent from Levitation. 
The Make-Up have released no new studio work 
since 1999, activating “when we feel like it.” 
Escape-ism’s drum machine/synth/fuzz anti¬ 
guitar debut, 2017’s Introduction To on Merge, 
sounds like the proper follow-up to Suicide’s 1977 bow. 

“Anytime you turn one of those old drum machines on, you sound 
like Suicide,” he chuckles. “They have this sound that puts you 
immediately into [Alan] Vega and [Martin] Rev-land. But Escape-ism 
has my personality. Any worthwhile rock & roll has a distinctive per¬ 
sonality, even when it borrows cliches from another.” - Tim Stegall

A lifetime of recurring relocations reso¬ 
nates in the warm, wandering folk of 
Syrian-born Armenian songwriter Azniv 
Korkejian.

“I don’t even think it would have been 
billed under my name,” she furthers. “I just 
tagged along on the coattails of my friends. 
Who could realize I’d still be doing music in 
my 30s? I thought it was a pipe dream, so 
it’s still pretty new to me.” 

A transient past and strident practicality 
coalesce in Korkejian’s songcraft, unveiled 
last year on an eponymous LE A dozen 
poetic tracks, penned while working as a 
Hollywood sound editor, necessitated out of 
her own rationalism. 


“It started to bother me that [songs] were 
piling up without a proper recording,” she 
says. “For my own sanity, I wanted to start 
compiling them. I was trying to be practical 
and organize everything.” 

While seeking advice from engineer Gus 
Seyffert on reel-to-reel self-recording, the 
duo cut forcible track “Solitary Daughter” 
in one take. Bedouine’s orchestral introduc¬ 
tory collection grew to include a sonic 
Laurel Canyon connection. Considering her 
California home, Korkejian admits logic lim¬ 
its her from becoming too settled in the city. 

“I don’t know that I’d ever be able to 
afford to buy a home here, so it’s a question 
mark,” reflects the singer. “What is it to me 
if I’ll never be able to put down roots? I 
don’t know if L.A. itself has been such an 
influence as much as just moving around a 
lot and feeling detached to any one place.”

Denny Laine & the Cryers 


CACTUS CAFE, SUNDAY 29 


The Cryers feature Wings drummer Steve Holley 


British Invasion survivor Denny 
Laine not only led the Moody Blues 
into the Rock & Roll Hall of Fame ear¬ 
lier this month by virtue of notching the 
group’s only chart-topper, 1964’s plaintive 
“Go Now,” the 73-year-old Birmingham gui¬ 
tarist remained the only constant collabo¬ 
rator to Paul & Linda McCartney in Wings, 
1971-1981. Moreover, the group’s 
Grammy-winning masterwork, 1973’s Band 
on the Run, resulted from the Beatle and 
Blue largely cobbling together the album 
as a duo visiting Lagos, Nigeria. 

“Paul played drums, I played guitar, and 
we got the songs that way,” recalled 
Laine from his home in New York last 
month. “Paul got robbed a few nights 
before we arrived and all the cassettes 
we had of the rehearsals, the band 
rehearsals for the ‘Band on the Run’ 
song, were stolen. We had to start from 
scratch and memory. So he got on the 


drums, we counted four, and got to the 
end of it. Each song. And then we over¬ 
dubbed all the rest.” 

Laine’s history reads like an index from 
rock & roll’s big bang - Beatles, Stones, 
Led Zeppelin. Michael Jackson, even. His 
name, originally Brian Frederick Hines, 
amperstands with McCartney’s on one of 
the single biggest smashes in UK history, 
1977’s “Mull of Kintyre.” 

“I still consider that to be [Paul’s] song 
because he came up with the chorus,” he 
admits. “When I heard the chorus, I said, 
‘That’s a hit song.’ So the next day we went 
out and wrote the rest of it. He only had 
the chorus. ‘Mull of Kintyre’ was the big¬ 
gest single of all time up until ‘Don’t They 
Know It’s Christmas’ by that big charity.”

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Dear Luv Doc, 

What is the acceptable amount of time for a friend to start 
dating your ex? Five months ago I broke up with my boyfriend

months! I feel really hurt and mad. Mad at my ex for trying to date one of my friends and hurt by my 
friend for even considering dating my ex and even worse, not telling me. I know I shouldn’t be too upset 
because I broke up with him, and even though I would never consider getting back with my ex it still 
feels like my friend has betrayed me. I don’t know if I can ever speak to her again ... or to my friends 
who didn’t tell me for two months. Am I being overly sensitive? Isn’t there some sort of standard waiting 
period for dating your friend’s ex? If so, it has to be longer than a few months, right? - Moosoon 



Good question. The acceptable amount of time your ex should wait to date someone else after you 
have broken up with him or her or they is about one minute, give or take. Basically it’s about the amount 
of time it takes to call someone and ask them out on a date. For bolder types that can be a relatively 
quick process. Example: “Hey Nancy, Karen just broke up with me. You wanna go on a date?” Of course, 
not everybody is going to be able to summon such psychopathically resilient game after a breakup. 
Most are going to need a bit more time. Some people burn effigies. Some people put your picture on a 
dartboard or a urinal cake. Some people Photoshop you out of all their pictures. I can tell you that takes 
some time. Even with that Quick Selection tool. And then, if you’re going to put that person’s face on a 
collection of pigs and paste them on a “Karen Is a Pig” Facebook page, that takes even longer. I could 
give you a rough estimate, but that’s not really the point here, is it? 

Right. The point is that once you’ve broken up with someone you pretty much relinquish your role 
as life coach. This is not to say that people haven’t successfully interfered in the lives of their exes since 
the dawn of exes. They have. It just means that you shouldn’t expect someone you just dumped to put a 
lot of stock in your opinion - however earnest or well-intended. For those of us straddling the high white 
horse of self-righteousness, this can be a hard pill to swallow. How can someone learn anything if they 
refuse to listen? 

Frustration is always a good sign that true learning is about to occur. It means you’ve hit a wall, and 
even if you think that wall is just some stubborn bastard who doesn’t get it, there’s also a very real 
chance that you’re the one who doesn’t get it. Sometimes you’re the one who needs to shut up and listen. 
That takes humility - something that’s usually in short supply when you’re boiling with indignation. 

Here’s something you might want to ask yourself once you calm down: Why are you so mad? Both 
at your ex and your friend? I can maybe see you being disappointed in the radius of their social 
circles, but everything beyond that is being manufactured in your own head. I’m not saying this is 
right, but if it weren’t for close friends and family dating people’s exes, whole swaths of Appalachia 
and the Ozarks would be unpopulated. People just aren’t as socially ambitious as they’d like to believe 
they are. The known is almost always more attractive than the unknown - even if the known is a 
pasty-faced, sickly hemophiliac. 

So your friend and your ex may not be very socially adventurous, but 
maybe they really hit it off and are deeply in love. That is a possibility at least. 

Shouldn’t you be happy for them? Shouldn’t you be happy that you dodged 
a bullet that someone else caught? If not, why not? Were you possibly want¬ 
ing to mothball this guy until you were absolutely sure you had no regrets? 

Unfortunately you don’t get that option - at least not with guys who aren’t 
complete chumps. Instead of feeling betrayed, how about feeling grateful that 
your ex and your friend have found some happiness? And if you can’t find 
that peace of mind, what is the acceptable amount of time until you do?
